THE RIVER AT A STANDSTILL. 

Cincrywatt, O., Feb. 13.—[Special.}—At 10 
o’clock tonight the river was ata stand at 
sixty-five feet one and a halt inches. The 
prospect’ is that it will go some higher. 
There is a storm entering the Ohio Valley, 
and a great volume of water is coming from 
above, At the best it will not recede much 
for two or three days, and the general ex- 
pectation is that there will bea further rise 


higher by ten inches than ever before since 
the first settlers arrived, and the conditions 
of yesterday remain, only that suffering and 
loss of property has increased. 

FALLING DEPOTS. ; 

Just before noon a portion of the passen- 
ger and freight depots of the Cineinnati 
Southern Railway went down in the flood. 
The first stories regarding the disaster were 
very sensational, twenty-five people being re- 


geration. There may be somebody buried 
under the ruins and flood, but there is no one 
reported as missing. The track in approach- 
ing the depot was parallel to McLean avenue. 
Both the avenue and the railroad track are 
on a high filkL Mill Creek is on 
the west, and there was a deep 
pit on the east several rods in width, the op- 
posit side bemg formed by made ground, 
upon which residences have been built. The 
pressure from the flood in Mill Creek be- 
came so great that the grades upon which 
the railway track ran, and which formed the 
avenue, gave way. Part of the depot was 
carried off and part of the freight-house. 
Several loaded freight-cars went down in 
the flood. The whole thing happened in a 
twinkling, and where the track and avenue 
were there is now twenty feet of .water. 
The floor of that part of the freight- 
depot which was not wrecked has been in- 
vaded by the water. and boxes of merchan- 
dise were floating thickly overthe water in 
all directions. If noone was drowned it was 
a miracle, for a large number of persons 
were about the depot but afew minutes be- 
fore. 

Ryan's restaurant went down about a min- 
ute before the depot fell. The noise had at- 
tracted attention, and people were running 
toward the restaurant when the depot acci- 
dent occurred, 

STATEMENTS OF EYE-WITNESSES, 

Mr. Ennis, General Baggagemaster of the 
road, makes the following statement: 

„1 heard the crash occasioned by Ryan’s 
restaurant going under, when I rushed out 
of the baggage-room just in time to see the 
freight-house depot commence sinking. A 
large crowd of people rushed on the platform, 
and were carried down with the débris and 
drowned. From the crowd on the platform 
I think there were at least forty persons 
drowned, and the cries of the unfortunate 
victims were terrible.“ 

Several other witnesses of the wreck say 
that Mr. Ennis is mistaken, and that there 
were but two or three people at the depot, 
and they started toward the restaurant in 
time to escape from the wreck of the depot. 

The station-agent has been found. He 
says he had time to get out, and he is quite 
sure there was no one behind him. The 
people who were in the neighborhood were 
ali under great excitement and hardly knew 
what they did see. There may have been 
loss of life, but the prevailing opinion is that 
all escaped. The truth will not be known 
until the flood recedes. 

FIGHTING FIRE. 

Fire broke out in George Fewloss’ brass- 
foundry, No. 118 East Peari street, On the 
arrival of the department the whole place 
was in a blaze, and there was no means of 
reaching it. The water was several feet deep 
around the building. After great toil tne 
firemen succeeded in dragging one line of 
hose through the waver and another over the 
roofs to the burning structure. It was im- 
possible to do anything more than protect 
the surrounding property, and the building 
burned, not to the ground, but to the water 
level, which was almost up to the second 
floor. ‘The loss was about $5,000, 

This afternoon a fire company was placed 
upon a large coal-barge with their engine 
and hose to guard the inundated district. 
The barge is pushed along by long poles. 
The company would be slow in getting to a 
fire, but could do pretty good service when 
they arrived. : 

The work of saving property has been con- 
tinued today. Large quantities of goods 
have been moved twice. The Exposition 
buitdings are full of goods, and every empty 
building in the dry portion of the city has 
been turned into a warehouse.

There was also sick- 
ness among them. A little child had died in 
the family of McKeon, on Front near Race 
street. The family was alone with the corpse, 
without food and fire. Meat and bread were 
dispatched at once to this locality, and the 
family with their dead child removed to dry 
land and quarters found for them. 

Most of those who called for relief were of 
the worthy and respectable poor. Others 
were thinly clad, and told distressing tales of 
suffering and sickness. This work of reliev- 
ing the sufferers from the flood is being or- 
ganized with wonderful promptuess, but is 
not yet anywhere-near equal to the emer- 
gency. 

NEARLY SIX WARDS UNDER WA’ 

The six river wards are two-thirds under 
water. They contain a population of 
$0,000 people. Where the buildings are low 
these people have been driven out. In 
the thickly-populated parts of the city they 
are five six stories high, and the tenants 
are crowd into the upper stories, with no 
tuel from the beginning, and a stock of pro- 
visions so scanty that thev have in a majority 
of cases hardly a morsel left. 

The Spencer Building contains 100families. 
The wateris upon the second floor, and these 
families are huddled together in the three 
upper stories. The tenants are all very poor, 
and rarely occupied more than one room to 
a family. In many of the rooms there 
en two — with 7 fire and 
nothing to ea no way o ry 
land, or of getting back again should they 
once get out. The building is the largest 
tenement-house in the inundated district, 
but there are hundreds of others in which 
the conditions are precisely the same, with 
the exception that not all the . — are as 

r as those in the Spencer Building. Boats 
ave been engaged for two days in the 
bringing of those people ashore. In most 
instances they bring nothing with them, not 
even a blanket, and, having escaped from the 
threatening waters, there comes over them a 
feeling of such desolation that they break 
out into sobs of distress, and slowly proceed 
with the most mourntul looks to some of the 
buildings which have been thrown open to 


them. 

The situation has been much simplified to- 
day by the: building of a great number of 
flat-bottomed boats, which are easily man- 
aged and carry heavy loads. It is now not 
only easier to render relief to those in the

WaAsuINeTon, O. C., Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
The Senate today made much progress with 
its Tariff bill, having passed over the amend- 

ments ef the Committee of the Whole re- 
lating to sugar, tobacco, provisions, liquors, 
cotton and cotton goods, hemp, jute, and flax 
goods, and wool and woolens. They stopped 
at Schedule M, books and papers, for two 
reasons: first, because a very earnest effort 
is expected to be made to restore books to 
the dutiable list, which will excite consider- 
able debate; second, because the two Houses 
of Congress have been invited tonight to 
attend a reception at the President’s, 
and an invitation from the Executive 
is a command. A number of changes were 
made today reversing tue action of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole. One of the-more nota- 
bie ones was the propositions relative to 
leaf tobacco. The following amendment 
was adopted:

‘The metal schedule was finished with the 
exception of asingle paragraph. After that 
is disposed of a vote will be taken on An- 
derson’s proposition, which is a substitute 
for the entire schedule, the substitute 
being in terms the same as the sched- 
ule adopted by the Senate, with 
one or two exceptions. There will be no ac- 
tion by the House Committee on Rules on the 
resolution until the Senate bill is 
sent to the House and members have had an 
opportunity to carefully examine it. As the 
bili now stands it is extremely objectionable 
to some of the most influential Republicans 
in the House, and they are by no means dis- 
posed to run the risk of having it brought to 
a vote unless they shall first ascertain that 
they have assured strength enough to non- 
concur in all the Senate amendments. A 
eanvass of Republicans is now being made to 
ascertain this point. Carlisle said today that 
the Democrats as a party would vote to con- 
eur in the Senate amendments, although he 
conceded, what everybody probably knows, 
that eight or ten Democrats will vote to non- 
concur.

BONDED SPIRITS. 
A SCHEME WITH A JOKER IN IT. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
The new scheme of the Internal- Revenue 
Bureau with regard to export of bonded 
spirits is not as yet thoroughly understood, 
and will not be until it is printed. The bill 
was prepared at the Internal-Revenue Bureau 
and was sent to the House by Acting-Secre- 
tary French. The ostensible purpose of the 
bill is to provide that the holders of distilled 
spirits may ship their products to the sea- 
board, where they may lie in bond one year be- 
fore being exported. But when distilled spir- 
its reach the port Of export and are accorded 
the privilege of remaining in bond for 
ayear, they must be exported. The last 
clause of the bill also provides that spirits 
thus exported in bond may never under any 
circumstances be reimported to the United 
States. The whisky men claim that this bill 
can be of no use to them, even if it ever 
makes its appearance from the committee to 
which it is consigned. But the passage of 
the act would leave a dangerous chance for 
an extension of the bonded period, for there 
would doubtless de an effort made at the 
first meeting of the next Congress to 
amend the last section so as to 
allow the reimportation of whisky in bond 
and the consequent three years’ additional 
period of exemption from the tax. The bill 
will be closely scrutinized when it comes 
from the printer. A leading Kentucky dis- 
tiller said tonight that it could not benefit 
Kentucky whisky in any way. 


THE SHIPPING BILL. 
PROBABLE ACTION OF THE HOUSE. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., Feb. 13.—[Special. |— 
The Senate Steering Committee has de- 
creed that the next bill to be considered in 
the Senate after the passage of the Tariff bill 
will be the Shipping bill. The Commerce 
Committee to prepare for action upon this 
bill spent several hours today in considering 
the House bill. The result is that the com- 
mittee will probably report the Llouse bill 
favorably with some amendments. One of 
the more important of these amendments 
will be one which will propose to strike 
the thirteenth section. This is the section 
which contains the dmendment which was 
added to the bill in the House at 
the instance of Mr. Cox, of New York, which 
in effect repeais the Shipping Commission- 
ers’ act. Those who managed the bill in the 
House opposed this amendment. It has been 
opposed in the Senate committee on the same 
ground as it was in the House—viz.: that it 
would work an injury to the sailors and

E PLURIBUS UNUM. 
GREAT RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION sSCHEME. 

W AsHinaton, D. C., Feb. 12.—Before Con- 
gress, the prompt consideration of which has 
been prevented and delayed by the Tariff 
bill, is the measure to authorize the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad and other companies to 
unite and consolidate, 80 as to forma con- 
tinuous line of railroad between the tidal 
waters of the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. 
Bills intended to secure this object are pend- 
ing in each branch of Congress, which have 
been reported by appropriate committees. 
The bill in the House lacked very little of 
being passed recently by a two-thirds vote. 
The Senate bill reported by Senator Will- 
iains, of Kentucky, trom the Committee on 
Kailroads, is a substitute for a bill offered 
by Senator Miller, of California, ‘The meas- 
ure is to be one of great interest to the 
Southwest, the object being to give unity, 
efficiency, and economy in direction to the 
line between New Orleans and San Fran- 
cisco, now operated by eight’ corporations. 
These are: The Southern Pacifie of Cali- 
fornia, from San Francisco to Yuma, 720 
miles; the Southern Paeific of Arkona. 
from Yuma to boundary, 385 miles; the 
Southern Pacitic of New Mexico, boundary 
to El Paso, 170 miles; the Galveston, Harris- 
burg & San Antonio Railroad Company, of 
Texas, from El Paso to Houston, 855 miles; 
the ‘Texas & New Orleans Railroad Company, 
of Texas, Houston to Orange, 106 miles; the 
Louisiana Western Extension Company, of 
Texas, Urange to Sabine River, seven m les; 
the Louisiana Western Extension Company, 
Sabine River to „„ ste 105 miles; 
the Louisiana Central Railroad Company, 
Vermilionville to me Mississippi River, fifty- 
two miles, making a total of 2, miles. 

The Senate report on this bill, after re- 
ferring to the fact that the multiplicity of 
the companies, officers, books, ete., and the 
vecessity for maintaining separate organiza- 
tions at widely-separated places is attended 
with more or less inconvenience, expense, 
and detriment to shippers and passengers, 
urges the consolidation of continuous lines 
as greatly cheapening the carriage of person 
and property. The only points of objection 
made to the bill so far are the desire to pre- 
vent the consolidation of compet lines, 
and objection to confirmation of the claim of 
the Southern Pacitic to a land-grant made 
by Congress for a railroad over the thirty- 
second parallel; but both these points are 
guarded in the bills now pending, and if 
there be any doubt about it, it is to make the 
language of the bill more specific. If Con- 
gress can reach this bill it will come | pass 
this session, though there are a class o n- 
gressmen ready to oppose any railroad 
measure, whether it be in the interest of the 
public or not; and there are some persons 
who view with little sympathy a line of rail- 
road tending to promote a diversion of the 
trade of the Pacitic.to Galveston or Ne 
Orleans.

The number of applicant for positions on the 
Civil-Service Commission cannot be definitly 
ascertained.

TAXING EVERYBODY EXCEPT GkOG- 
VENDERS. 

The City Council, which has grappled with 
the saloon question and an empty treasury 
for montlis, worked up courage enough 
Monday night to pass an ordinance requir- 
ing the payment of an annual tax of $100 
each for a license by practically all persons 
engaged on the Board of Trade as merchants, 
brokers, commission-men, etc. The same 
Aldermen have shown a purpose not to in- 
crease the rate of saloon licenses above $52. 

During the debate Ald. Lawler, a grog- 
vender, in advocating the tax of $100 on 
bankers, brokers; commission-men, and 
others, said “that the doggerykeepers were 
just as respectable as the bankers and mer- 
chants, and should be taxed with them.” 

This is unquestionably the grog-seilers’ 
view of the situation. There are 2,000 or 
more merchants and other members of the 
Board of Trade engaged in various branches 
of business. These members of the com- 
munity handle the great Bulk of the busi- 
ness of the city. They buy and sell the en- 
tire trade in all kinds of grain, the live 


stock of provisions, the hides and leather, 
the lumber of all kinds, the seeds, the iron, 
steel, and coal, the lead and other minerals, 
the cotton, wool, and ali products of the 
mines, the farms, and the forest. 

These business-men employ the greater 
part of the labor of the city; they supply the 
workmen with wages and provide for the 
support of their families. All their business 
is in the interest of labor and employment, 
and is building up the industry, wealth, and 
power of the city. They are taxpayers and

THE CIVIL-SERVICE. tl. 

On the 4th of January last the Civil-Serw 
ice Reform bill passed the Senate, having 
passed the House in the previous Decem- 
ber. On the 16th of January it was signed 
by the President and became a law. This 
bill. contemplated that all the machinery 
which it provides for should bo in complete 
preparation for working within sixty days of 
the time it became a law, and at the expira- 
tion of that period the Co mmissioners eould 
go to work intelligéntly to give the bill bind- 
ing force. Twenty-eight days have now 
elapsed, or almost one-half the allotted time, 
since the President signed the bill, and yet 
no Commissioners have been appointed, and 
he gives no sigu ot appointing any. 

The reform of the civil service was one of 
the earliest measures to which Mr. Garfield 
gave his attention. Had he lived he would 
have carried out the reform and given it a 
thoroughly practical test. It was almost his 
dying injunction to his successor, and that 
successor vigorously recommended it in bis 
message, and urged upon Conaress with en- 
ergy and enthusiasm that it should pass a 
Civil-Service bill. Congress respected his 
recommendation, and has passed a bill which 
authorizes the President to appoint Commis-

DEATH OF RICHARD ‘WAGNER. 

The foremost master of music in the world 
isno more. Afteralife of almost unexam- 
pled vicissitudes, trials; and struggles, 
crowned at last with victory, Richard Wag 
ner has died. He has passed away in old 
age, full of honor, and leaves behind him a 
name widely revered, a fame almost world- 
wide, abd a collection of masterpieces in 
music which are yet destined to increase both 
name and fame when they come to be more 
thoroughly understood. It cannot be called 
an irretrievable loss, for he had filled out the 


measure of his days and the measure of is

work. The great purpose of his art-work 
was completely fulfilled, and he has present 
ed it to the world in as perfect a form as he 
could have wished, It now remains for pos- 
terity to pass its judgment, for his operas, 
especially those of the later period, are yet 
to be assigned ‘their piace in the world’s 
music, though there is littie doubt what the 
judgment will be, since they have already 
deeply influenced all contemporaneous music 
ot the dramatic kind. 

Richard Wagner's lite and works may be 
divided into well-defined periods. His youth 
was a time of storm and stress. At one time 
he would bé a poet, at another a tragedian, 
at another an author; but before he had set- 


tled upon any career his natural musical in- 


clinations received definit shape from the in- 
fluence of Beethoven, and he turned to music 
as his life-work. Llis first writings were 
chaotic enough and grandiose withal—over 
tures, sketches, symphonies full of errors, 
though grandly modeled, and tragic operettas 
of the most bombastic description. ‘The 
French and the Italians whom he afterwards 
despised, affected him strongly. Though he 
wrote mech in this period * created poth- 
ing that lived. 

“ Rienzi” was his first 8 opera, but he 
had not the! | 
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He was steeped in poverty, and in 1842 he 
quit the city’ with a bitter hatred for every- 
thing French, and the animosity was mutual 


to the time of his death. 


The next period of his life finds him in 
Dresden, where, in 1842, “Rienzi” and The 
Fiying Dutchman” were repeatedly per- 
formed with great success. The downfall 
of the revolution of 1848, in which he was an 
active and enthusiastic leader, compelled 
nim to flee to Switzerland, and there Lohen- 
grin” was written. It was followed by 
those splendid works, Tannhäuser,“ 
“Tristan and Isolde, and the Meister- 
singer of Nuremberg,” whose popularity has 
never waned since they were first produced. 

All these works were but stepping-stones 
to the grand climax of his art career, the 
“Nibelungen Trilogy,“ that cyclus of 
massive dramatic works (“ Rheingold,” 
“Die: Walkiiren,” “Siegfried,” and Got- 
terdimmerung”) which he was enabled to 
produce at Baireuth by the generous patron- 
age of Louis of Bavaria. In these works, as 
well as in his latest, Parsifal,“ brought 
out last summer, be presented all his theo- 
ries in their perfect and complete form and 
in harmonious development. All the old 
forms of the opera were discarded, especially 
its conventional arias and concerted finales. 
The leitmotiven were skillfully intro- 
duced and interwoven, affording dra- 
matic clews, as it were, to the identity 
of the dramatis persone and a key to the 
dramatic progress and situations. The text 
and the music -in other words, the lyric and 
dramatic ideas—were beautifully adjusted to 
each other and in the most harmonious pro- 
portion; the instrumentation was filled with 
color; and to every utterance, as well as to 
every emotion, he gave expression in vivid 
tonality. The effect was realism in music of 
the highest kind ever yet reached except in 
the symphonies of the great master, Bee- 
thoven, whom he 80 loved, and worshiped, 
and studied. 

ln the deyelopment of these great ideas 
which have now tinctured the music of all 
nations and are destined to have still greater 
influence as time goes on, which have 
swerved even Verdi from his sweet melodies, 
which have conquered Engiand and gained 
a foothold in France through Pasdeloup’s 
efforts, and which have made a deep impres- 
sion in this country through Mr. Thomas’ 
loving and devoted interpretations, in all this 
great life-work, Wagner has met with bitter 
opposition. The world has fought him, 
sneered at him, derided him, and mocked at 
the Music of the Future. He has given blow 
for blow, however, and though the struggle 
has lasted a lifetime he has lived long enough 
to eee his work accepted and to enjoy its tri- 
umph, and he has left behind him an army 
of earnest advocates and followers who will 
not let his standard fall now that the leader’s 
hand is cold in death. 

WEATHER-PROPHETS. 

The failure of Wiggins is calculated to un- 
dermine popular confidence in prophets of 
all sorts, but particularly weather-prophets. 
To be sure Wiggins has risen to explain: but 
the explanation is worse than the failure 
itself, and increases the popular disappoint- 
ment, as it heaps failure upon failure. Thin 
as the storm was, the explanation is thinner, 
After Wiggins had failed, it was a little 
cruel to interview him, but Wiggins was 
ready with his reasons, He said: The as- 
tronomical day begins at noon on the 
meridian of London and our day begins at 12 
atnight. I overlooked this fact, so that the 
side of the earth presented to the planetary 
face was the opposit to that which I gave. I 
did not notiée my mistake until this evening, 
so the storm fell on the Pacific Instead of the 
Atlantic.“ It will strike the uasclentific and 


“unprejudiced reader that it was a very 


serious mistake in the calculations of a man 
who was astronomer, astrologer, and meteor- 
ologist ‘combined to get the wrong side 
of one planet turned towards the sun when 
— predictions of an earth-shaking 
stérm. Vennor fell into obscurity for small- 
er mistakes than that, and it is safe to say 
we shallsoon hear no more of Wiggins. The 
Canadian prophet will sink farther out of 
sight than the St. Louis one indeed, and de- 
servedly, fora man who can’t tell whether 
he is on his feet or his head when he is 
making predictions and gets the whole 
world wrong end to is not to be trusted with 
the weather. 

In the Wiggins prophecy, however, there 
was a wheel within a wheel. It nowappears 
that Wiggins is about to spring an almanac 
upon the public, and his predictions for Feb. 9 
and the one yet to be fulfilled in March are 
only advertisements for the almanac. It 
is one of the strangest phases of the human 
mind, perhaps we should say one of the most 
conspicuous weaknesses, that it takes to al- 
manacs, although almanacs from time im- 
memorial have been gay deceivers. Not one 


of them could ever be trusted from Zadkiel’s \ 


down to Josh Billings’, The only one that 
ever told the exact truth was that immortal- 
ized by Washington Irving in the “Sketch 
Book,” which had About-this-time-expect- 
wet-weather,” or something of that sort, 
stretched clear down the page from the first 
to the last day of the month. And yet, know- 
ing its absolute falsity, the human mind 
craves the almanac. No house is without it, 
It is daily consulted, and, though it may guess 
wrong ninety-nine times in a hundred, the 
hundredth guess is hailed with as jubilant 
acclamation as the one sinner in a hundred, 
Noamount of failure undermines the pop- 
ular faith in the almanac. The old reverence 
for the astreloger and the prophet still sur- 
vives when the predictions are put upon rec- 
ord in the almanac. When Mother Shipton’ 5 
direful vaticination was printed it was ual- 
versally believed, and there are many people 
even today who believe that it all 
came true in 1881. It is not so much 
the compiler of the almanac as the 
almanac itself. which is regarded with 
the same curiosity and awe that inspires the 
African as he approaches his fetish. No 
person in New England ever knew who was 
the real author of the old Farmers’ A“ 
manac, and yet an attack upon its verity or a 
doubt of the absolute éorrectness of its 
weather statements, even at this late day, 
would raise as great a storm of indignation 
in that section as would an outrage commit- 
ted against the grassliopper or Faneuil Hall. 
We may expect that Wiggins will disap- 
pear, but Wiggins’ almanac, like Vennor’s, 
though Vennor has passéd out of sight, will 
be widely sought for. There is no method 
of getting before the world so easy“as that 
of the almanac. The publisher who re- 
fused to pay Josh Billings $250 for his al- 
manac has kicked himself ever since he 
heard that another publisher took it and has 
paid J. B. $25,000 in copyrights.

Carolina University also co a num- 
ber of facts, which are printed in the 
same article, with the purpose of show- 
ing that from the earliest settlement of 
the State down to the time of the agitation 
for the abolition of slavery educational and 
religious advantages were enjoyed by the 
negtoes, and that even during the War of 
the Rebelllon religious instruction was nęyer 
withheld from the slave. 

It is a matter of little consequence now the 
amount of educational and religious lustrue- 
tion which the slaves enjoyed in South Caro- 
lina before or during the War, though it is a 
little strange if the negroes were so happy 
ana contented and enjoyed such exceptional 
privileges that they should have so continu- 
ously and persistently ran away from their 
blessings before the War, and that when the 
War broke out no negroes in any part of the 
South so jubilantly hailed the approach of 
the Northern armies as those in South Caro- 
Una, none sprang to arms 80 quickly as soon 
as they had the opportunity, none did better 
service to the Union cause than these very 
negroes who had received such tender and 
sympathetic treatment from those who were 
trying to elevate their minds and to save 
their souls, but, alas! cared little for their 
bodies. All this, however, as we have said, 
is a matter of the past. Admitting all that 
the News and Courter says, it is notof any 
consequence at this time. It is much more 
to the purpose to inquire what the people of 
South Carolina are doing for the negro now, 
and looking all through this article we find 
only this: : 

Since the white people assumed control of the 
State Government in 1876 nearly a baif-miliiog 
colored cnildrea have beeu educated in the pub- 
lic schools of the State at a cost of about one 
miliion dollars. Of course nearly the whole of 
the taxes for the support of the public schools 
is paid by the white 1 of the 
State. Facts iike these show that, in South Car- 
olina at least, the negro, whether as siave or 
freedman, has never lacked a generous share of 
consideration. 

Admitting all this, too, what then? What 
has been the result? It is generally con- 
ceded that the prime essentials for a high de- 
gree of citizenship are education and re- 
ligion. The one enables the citizen te com- 
prehend public questions and to take a clear 
and unprejudiced view of them; the other is 
an inducement for him to act honestly and 
uprightly in the performance of his duties 
as a citizen. If the News and Courier 
be correct in its statements of what 
South Carolina did before the War 
and has done since for the intellectual 
and spiritual improvement of the negroes, if 
for more than acentury they have had all 
the advantages of church and school equally 
with the whites, the ost certainly they are 
qualified to perform the duties and enjoy 
all the privileges of citizenship upon the 
same status with the editor of the News and 
Courter, the college Professor who fur- 
nishes him with the data ofthis instruction, 
or any other white citizen of the State. It is 
impossible to escape from the conviction, 
even it but half the statements of the News 
and Courter are true, that the South Oaro- 
lina negro is peculiarly invested with all the 
attributes and qualifications of citizenship, 
and stands ready to exercise them-intelli- 
gently and patriotically. This being the case, 
having presented him with these essentials, 
and having done so at great eost of time and 
money, why is it that no State in the South 
so inflexibly and persistently seeks to debar 
him from performing the duties of the 
citizen? Why is it that when he wishes to 
act for himself, to vote for himself, to per- 
form any of the tunctions belonging to citi- 
zenship, he is prevented from so doing? Why 
is itthat he has been hounded and hunted 
down by the Ku-Klux Klans and by red- 
shirted regulators and banditti organized for 
that purpose? Why is it that he bas been 
lashed, shot at, driven away from his home, 
and thrown into jails on all kinds of pre- 
texts, his only offense being the desire to 
perform those acts of citizenship for which 
he has warrant in the Constitution and for 
which he has been qualified by the white 
people themselves? Why is he disfran- 
chised at the polls? If the people of that 
State have done so much to make him a citi- 
zen why do they not allow him to have the 
rights of acitizen? It is of no consequence 
at this lateday how South Carolina treated 
the negro before the War or during the War. 
It is of consequence, on the other hand, how 
she is treating him now, and why she is not 
treating him as a citizen.

There were to be no 
stealing, no corrupt contracts, no blackmall- 
ing, no bribery, not even cakes and ale, and 
John glanced over his reform board with 
pride when they assembled, as much as to 
say: Behold my reformers, honest and In- 
corruptible, who will now proceed to show 
Cook County that its business can be con- 
ducted without stealing or knavery of any 
sort.“ Alas! those Democratic reformers 
were not warm in their seats before bribery, 
stealing, and corruption broke out in every 
direction. It spread like the small-pox, and 
now nearly the whole board appears to be 
pitted with the disease. Alas for Mattocks!

Now THAT the Senate has voted to restore 
to the score or so lumber barons who own 
the pine, hemlock, and cedar forests of 
Michigan and Wisconsin the $2 per thousand 
of bounty on the lumber business of the tree- 
less States, which they seemed in danger of 
losing, it is opportune to show that this boun- 
ty is wholly unnecessary to give the lumber 
kings high profits. This fact is made appar- 
ent by the table of comparative Chicago 
prices printed by Tar TripuNE some days, 
which we reproduce below: 


It appears ‘from this showing of the Chi- 
cago lumber market that various kinds of 
lumber have advanced all the way from 2 
to 66 per cent during the last four years, and 


that if the bounty of $2 per thousand were 


taken off the owners of the lumber forests 
they would still be able to charge on an 
average about $4 more per thousand than 
they received for their stuff a few years since. 
The lumber kings would not be in any im- 
mediate danger of dethronement if they 
were denied the privilege of levying this ad- 
ditional contribution upon every farmer or 
townman who bullds a house, or shed, or 
fence. But the plunder ring in the Senate 
has determined that the farmer and the arti- 
san of the prairie States must pay the old 
tribute to the lumber plutocrats in order that 
other classes of protected bosses in the East 
may force a similar tribute from the masses 
in other ways. This condition of things is a 
little worse than that of the feudal days, be- 
cause the same people are plundered by ati 
the protection barons.

Tue London Times of yesterday draws a 
very gloomy picture of crop prospects in 
Western Europe. It says: “A crisis in 
field work exists. There is water every- 
where. Good sowing time is wanted. It is 
surmised that much of the autumn sowing is 
rotten. All Europe is in a similar condi- 
tion.” 

The gravity of the situation can only be 
understood by one who is familiar with the 
climate conditions of Western Europe. 
France and the British Isles are much further 
north than the United States, and are kept at 
a more equabie temperature by the gulf 
stream. The summers there are not long 
enough or warm enough to permit the growth 
of spring wheat, and the autumn or winter 
sowing is a necessity, the Jatter being often 
possible when the former is prevented. Last 
autumn the weather was so miserable that 
barely more than two-thirds of the usual 
acreage was seeded to wheat in the 
British Isles and in France. The fact did not 
attract very much attention, or at least did 
not excite alarm, as it was believed the 
lack could be made up in winter, and the 
United States and Russia were said to be 
running over with more wheat than the peo- 
ples of these céuntries could possibly dis- 
pose of. But Jahuary has proved to be a 
fearfully wet month in Western Europe, and 
a large part of the country is so badly under 
water as to leave practically no hope of more 
than half a wheat erop. That means only a 
quarter as much as the consumption, the im- 
portations of recent years having been about 
30 per cent of the quantity required for food. 
Some of the desolated area will probably be 
sown to other things than wheat a little later 
in the season, and this will partly compen- 
sate the loss; but the great bread staple can- 
not be efficiently replaced by other food,

ITS FUTURE A MATTER OF SPECULATION. 
New York, Fed. 13.—(Special.j—Since the 
three systems as at present constituted have 
been in operation the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
Railroad has been a disturbing element in the 
relations of the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific and 
the Chicagu, Burlington & Quincy Roads. It 
forms a more direct route for both to St. Jo- 
seph and Kansas City, two great distributing 
points in the West, than their own lines. The 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy makes its main 
eounection with the Hannibal & St. Joseph at 
Quincy, and the Wabash. as it is commonly 
known, by a more circuitous route at Hannibal. 
The relations of the Hannibal & St. Joseph bave 
been much closer with the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quiney than with the Wabash. As it is the 
most advantageous route between the Mississip- 
pi and Missouri Rivers, the two great competing 
systems, the Wabash and the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy, have naturally both desired to en- 
joy its facilities. Rather than have the Hanni- 
bal & St. Joe do the business by a line more di- 
rect than one from Chicago to the distributing 
points of St. Joseph and Kansas City, they con- 
eluded to treat for peace and anticable relations. 
John B. Carson, the General Manager of the 
Hannibal & St. Joe; representing his road and 
also speaking for J ay Proud, mét the President 
of the Wabash, C. E. Perkins, the Presi- 
dent of the Chicago, Burlington & Quinoy, 
and they spent severai days discussing terms. 
The moat feasible plan that presented itself was 
1 8 the Hannibal & St. Joe, by which 
road would be operated in the interest of 
both systems connecting with it from Chicago.

The management of the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
was not averse to such an arrangement, and a 
conference was called at No. 71 Broadway yes- 
torday to consider the saree.

I have a 
frightful remembrance of the tetralogy of 
six years ago; atter breakfast we clim the 
hill under a torrid sun; nota tree along the 
route; women in full dress and on foot; men 
in dress coats and white neckties; we were 
like a wedding party taking a morning stroll. 
Once inside the theatre the jailers took pos- 
session of the corridors, we could hear 
the heavy bolts closing the doors; at 3 o’clock 
the little festival began. We were rel 
between 10 and 11 o’clock that night, fam- 
ished, crushed, demoralized; we got back to 
the town in haste, flying by the lunatic 
asylum which is on the way. In Bayreuth 
nothing to eat; twenty of us sat down on the 
curbstone in front of an inn, and waited for 
bread and cheese which was said to be com- 
ing from a neighboring village. The worst- 
starved man was the Baron Albert de Roth- 
schild, of Vienna. Was it for that sort of 
thing that his ancestors heaped up millions? 

FANATICISM. 

“And yet it was not all these moral and 
physical sufferings that have kept me from 
going back to Bayreuth this year; there was 
something else; Richard Wagner, wishing to 
reserye the first two performances for a pub- 
lic sworn to applaud, admits this year the 
— only that is to say, the fanatics who 

ave given proofs of loyalty in applauding 
with same enthusiasin the great com po- 
ser of ‘Lohengrin,’ the man who in the te- 
tralogy makes a cardboard dragon sing, the 
immortal symphonist of the magnificent 
*Tannhiuser’ overture, and the eccentric 
musician who in Siegfried ’ writes a duet be- 
tween a tenor and a little bird; in a word, 
the great inspired of thirty years ago and the 
musical alehemist of the present. Moreover, 
the same enthusiasm must greet the poet 
Wagner, whose penny-a-line poesy is simply 
grotesque. No one else can get admitted. 
When one has given proof of this sort of eu- 
thusiasm, baeked up by a yearly subscription, 
it is possible to attend the first two perform- 

ces of Parsital,“ not otherwise. 
THREE CLASSES OF PATRONS. 

“If Mr. Buffon could come back amopg 
us for a moment he would add to his natural 
history a study of the Wagner patron, of 
which there are several species. First we 
have the simple patron ’ (protector simplex) 
—rare species. The simple patron is usually 
an intelligent biped, who in his art judg- 
ment does not wish to be narrow; he sees 
clearly the difference between the inspired 
work of the arch-musician Richard Wagner 
and his mathematical combination of the last 
ten ye But in order to live in peace with 
the ofher patrons he is mute and listens 
without murmur to the never-ending recita- 
tives, and feels repaid by the few really fine 
passages. Next we have the ‘double en 1 
(protector duplex), who knows littlé about 
art, but follows the flock to impress the peo- 
ple with the idea that he is the new move- 
ment; he goes to Bayreuth to be able to 
say at his club that he has been 
there. ‘The incestuous love upon 
which Wagner built his Walkyrie“ 
His him with eesfisy: he ‘looks 
upon such little aberrations as scien- 
tific progress, of which the nineteenth cent- 
ury should be as proud as of electricity; 
Raoul sighing out the immortal dub with 
Valentine seems pitiful. Meyerbeer has had 
his day, and Rossini was nothing but an ami- 
able old goose. Beethoven may get a few 
good words from him, but-only because now 
and then Wagner consents to conduct a Bee- 
thoven symphony, when the double patron’ 
cries out: It's the first time that I ever un- 
derstood Beethoven. Long live Wagner!’ 

* Lastly, we have ft ‘triple patron,’ 
known as the ‘savage patron,’ who breaks 
his beer-glass over the head of the man who 
dares to say that there ever was a musician 
before Richard Wagner. The sight of a 
Mozart score has the same effect upon this 
lunatic that the red rag has upon a mad bull; 
he becomes wild and falls foaming upon 
‘Don Juan.’ At this hour all these people 
are climbing the Bayreuth hill. It's a fine 


sight. 

* Certainly Iam-not going to deny to Wag- 
ner his great genius as a symphonic writer. 
But have not these rare moments of pure 
and great joy cost too much pain and weary 
trouble? Iremember that one day, at the 
celebration of six years ago, when the god 
Wotan—that insufferable bere of Scandina- 
vian mythoiogy—appeared in each act to tell 
us a story about nothing in particular, last- 
ing from a quarter to half an hour, the great 
and fanatic Liszt himself allowed his inspired 
head to rest upon his neighbor’s shoulder 
and rolled forth a series of snores in G minor, 
which chimed 1 — with the hourse 
death-ratile of the sorcerer Fafner, who, dis- 
guised as a dragon, was undergoing the last 
torments. 

NEW MUSICAL TOYS AND REALISTIC DRAG 
ONS. 

It is a smgular thing that this musical 
art of Bayreuth always finds expression in 
some new orches toy. For the tetralogy 
Wagper invented a brass instrument, some- 
th between a trombone and a steam-boil- 
er. hat was to give the grunts of a dragon 
with realistic effect. When on the first night 
of ‘Siegfried’ this atrocity was heard under 
the stage the patrons grew delirious. As 
the dragon is a legendary animal, not of our 
day, we know nothing certain about his 
voice. Wagner undertook to.say that the 
steam-boilers had hit the right note, and all 
the patrons exclaimed: Isn't it marvelous 
how well. the man of genius imitates the 
dragon’s roar!’ Again, for *Parsifal’ we 
have the bell-piano, which at this moment is 
working to the delight of the excited pat- 
rons. Another rematkable factis that Wag- 
ner, who has announced himself as the great 
realist of the opera, sticks to the supernat- 
ural: the birds, the dragons, the swans, the 
bears, all have something to say. 

“ May the patrons bake, therefore, in the 
sun of Bayreuth; and let us go on and ap- 
plaud in our concerts whatever there may be 
fine and humap in this work of Richard 
Wagner. We are satisfied with our high 
opinion of his genius of other days. Leave 
the rest to the patrons who find bliss in igno- 
2 —7 who would in good faith applaud 
* Yankee Doodle’ if Wagner had it sung by 
the Wotan or the virtuous Parsifal. When- 
ever there shall appear in Germany another 
magician like Mozart or adramatic composer 
like Weber the Bayreuth Theatre will dis- 
appear, having had its day, unless M. Louis 
Figuier takes his scientific repertory over 
there. Before an audience of patrons this 
last might have some success: there’s no 
telling of what those peuple are capable.“

5 . some time past we hu vo tried to extend to 
him a tardy reparation, and we go toward bim 
with smiles on our lips and sprigs of laurel in 
our hands. He only balf believes the sincerity 
of our conversion and our enthusiasm, whicb 
have been so slow. and tells us that he does not 
need us, and begs us to let bim alone. 

Reflect now that his letter is dated from Bay-

I have done my best 
to reassure the composer of ‘* Lohengrin,” and 
have told him that his distrust in respect to the 
Parisian public was, at the present writing, 
groundiess. But, between doing so and biam- 
ing him for having barbored ana even publicly 
prociaimed this distrust, there isa vast differ- 
ence. 


Madame Geistincer’s Recollections. 

A Tammo reporter found Mme. Gei- 
stinger, who is now singing in opera bouffe at 
Haverly’s Theatre, in her apartments at the 
Palmer House after the performance last 
evening, and questioned her regarding her 
knowledge of Herr Wagner. Mme. Geist- 
inger said she had no personal acquaintance 
with the famous composer, but had seen him 
him frequently, the last time in Leipsic. She 
witnessed the first performance of “ Parsi- 
tal, and recalled the fact that when, after 
the first act, there was no applause, Herr 
Wagner nervously strode to the front of his 
box and said in rather a loud voice: 
“Just wait; that is all I want.” 
And they did wait, and were treated 
to the grandest music to which they had 
ever listened. Among the people ot Bey- 
reuth, where Herr Wagner was a veritable 
king, his compositions were always spoken 
of as the music of the future. Judging from 
his great nervousness the Madame was of 
opinion that Herr Wagner died of heart- 
disease, for although he had never been sick 
he always spoke of his fear that he would 
not survive the production of Parsifal,“ 
which he regarded as the greatest of all his 
productions. The Madame said that Mme. 
Materna, whom many Chicagoans will re- 
member, was Herr Wagner’s pupil and 
favorit singer, having, as she did, the princi- 
pal part in Parsifal.”

Night eof the National Tourna- 
ment at New Orleans. 

New ORLEANS, Feb. 13.—[Special.]—The at- 
tendance was quite large at the sixth night of 
the National game-breeder tournament. Before 
the Weish main there were two match-fights.

The red 
had tne call in the betting, and in the ürst fly 
there was some spiteful tighting, It was even 
for fifteen minutes, neither cutting well. Aft 
the end of twenty-five minutes New Hamp- 
shire ran away amidst the jeers of the crowd. 
This main was continued, and after midnight 
was going On with unabated activity. 


TAXING WHOLESALERS. 


An Incoasistent Discrimination in Tax- 
ing the Liquor Trade. 

CMmC AGO. Feb. 13.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
The Common Council has at last piucked up 
courage to tax the Wholesale liquor-dealers ina 
a license fee of $250 per annum. There is no 
objection to such a tax. Wholesale liquor- 
dealers should be made to contribute to the 
revenue of the city, but why are the 4,000 other 
dealers overlooked? Why should’ the whole- 
sale men be taxed five times more than the re- 
tail men, in whose shops is organized the dis- 
order and crime of the city? Why was not the 
Council consistent? 

The auswer is an easy one. It is the doggery 
interest which owns and administers the Com- 
mon Council. The wholesale houses do not take 
an active part in municipal politics. They may 
furoish funds for a campaign, but the saloon 
furpishes votes, supplies the strikers and biow- 
ers, urges the bummers to the polis, runs ward 
meetings and caucuses, takes its place on the 
floor of the Council, and dictates municipal 
legislation. Hence tbe wholesale house 
muy be taxed without danger but the 
saloon must not be touched lest it 
retuliate. No one will make objection 
to the taxation of the wholesale whisky house, 
put is it mot inconsistent in the highest degree 
that it should be made to pay $5 a week when 
thousands of rum-holes in the city which breed 
crime, menace life and property, strip the work- 
inemau of his wages and bring bis family to 
begguary and ruin are allowed to run fora dollar 
a week? There is no more disorder in a 
wholesale liquor house there is 
a wholesale grocery. It is not a resort of 
thieves and prostitutes. it does not, as a rule, 
turn drunken men out on the street to be way- 
laid and rubbed, nor send home drunken brutes 
to bout their wives and children, nor do thieves 
congregate ia it to plan their villatuſes, nor does 
it make night bideous withits orgies. Asa mut- 
ter of abstract right and of municipal economy, 
it should be taxed, and uo one would have com- 
plained had the tax been made higher, but so 
long as 4,000 other men are allowed to 
see out the liquor which they provide at 
oue-Hith the peuaity the tax remains incon- 
sistent. The wholesale houses bave an indirect 
responsibility for the prevailing disorder and 
crime in the community and should be made 
subject toa heavy tax, but the saloons, which 
are directly responsibie, are allowed to continue 
their business on terms which substantial! 
make it free. The answer is as 1 have said. 
The members of the Council who op high 
Ifcense are not owned by the wholesale. . houses, 
but by the saioons. There is no hope that they 
will offend their masters. Any proposition to 
increase their penalttes will be smothered.

Some of them tele- 
graphed ex-Gov, Baldwin today, and he re- 
plied corrobgrating the published statements 
concerning giving of two deeds on Chi- 
cago property by the Ferrys. This staggered 
some of the straighest Ferry men. ‘The im- 
pression now prevails with many of the rank 
and file that it is useless to longer continue 
the strugale, but some of the leaders are as 
stiff as ever. The meeting of the Ferry men 
this evening opened at 7:30, and at 9:30 
was still in session. Ed Ferry and Marsden 
C. Burch, ex-United States Attorney of the 
Western District of Michigan, have been 
resent, being the only persons not mem- 
rs. They admitted their mission was to ex- 
plain the exact situation of Ferry’s finances, 
and to show there was no crookedness. Al- 
most every bank said to have been involved 
had been appealed to by telegraph for tele- 
graphic assurances that they had been se- 
cured. Some replied satisfactorily, notably 
one Boston bank and officers of some 
Chicage institutions not named to outsiders. 
Others have refused such assurances. At 
10:30 the conference of Ferry men had just 
broken up. Ed Ferry made long and ex- 
plicit explanations, which were satisfactory 
to most, but not all. Hein every particular 
exonerated his brother, the Senator, ex- 
pressed confidence in his ability to get out of 
the difficulty, and explained everything ina 
business-like manner except the double 
deed. However, he personally shouldered 
the blame of that. The majority of the mem- 
bers of the conference were most favorably 
impressed with Ed’s story, and it was agreed 
to stand by Ferry one more day, and hold a 
conference again tomorrow night. How- 
ever, if the Greenbackers and Democrats be- 
gin to vote for him again, enough are at lib- 
erty to bolt, and thus break such a scheme, 
as was done a week ago Saturday.

Legislative Work in Wisconsin—The 
Assembly Clerk—Land Specuiation— 
Twenty Men Absorbing the Pubiic 
Lands of the State. 

Mapison, Wis., Feb. 13.—[Special.|—The 
incompetency of Chief Clerk Carr, of the As- 
sembly, has been apparent from the start, 
but it was hoped that he would somewhat 
improve as the session advanced. This hope 
thas proven futile, however, and now the 
leaders on the Democratic side have agreed 
to either openly force, hint off the track or 
have him employ Roger C. Spooner, of this 
city, to officiate in his stead the remainder of 
the session. It is understood that he has ac- 
cepted the latter alternative. 

In the Senate today Cottrill’s Hotel-Ele- 
vator bill was ordered to a third reading. It 
provides that elevator-shafts shall be provid- 
ed with iron slides at every story of the 
building, opening and closing automatically 
as the elevator rises or descends. The de- 
sign is to cut off all possibility of a draft in 
these shafts in case of fire, thus, so far as the 
elevator is concerned, confining the fire to 
the story where it originates. The provis- 
ions of the bill also require the attachment 
of air-eushions to the elevators to prevent 
the loss of life by the .giving-way of the 
machinery and falling of the ele- 
vator. A resolution was adopted 
amending the Senate rules by adding to 
the standing committees one on ** Public 
Health and Safety.“ The bill to prevent the 
carrying of pistols and revolvers by minors, 
which has been once killed, was reconsid- 
ered and ordered to a third reading. 

THE LAND QUESTION. 

The Public Land Commissioners today sent 
to the Senate a list of purchasers of public 
lands from the Ist of January, 1882, until 
Jan. 80, 1883, with amounts and locations, 
This was in response to a Senate resolution 
of inquiry. The report states that during the 
thirteen months named there were 
sold 268,820 acres at an average 
of $1.10 per acre. The number of 
purchasers reported is about 1,000, but actu- 
ally about twenty men purchased the great 
bulk of land. The principal purchasers 
were: George Baldwin, of Chillon; George 
B. Burrows, of Madison; Culver, McDer- 
mott & Tracy, oe alls; L. C. Stan- 
ley, of Chippewa Falls; Laird, Norton & 
Co., of Winona; John P. Kingston, of Ne- 
cedah; Curtis H. Pettit, of Minneapolis; 
Putnam & Bay! of Eau Claire; J. II Por. 
ter, of Oshkosh; B. J. Pulling, of Oshkosh; 
CN. & J. Vilas, of Eau Claire; William 
F. Vilas, of Madison; Joseph Stringham, 
of Oshkosh; Thomas B. Scott, of Mer- 
rill; ex-Gov. J. M. Bingham, of 
Chippewa Falls; D. M. Sabin, of 
Minneapolis, and Charles H. Pratt The 
only mémbers of the Legislature interested 
are Lieut.-Governor Fifield, Senators Kings- 
ton, Wiley, and Fifield, and Assemblymen 
Brazeau. Many of these, operators not only 
purchased in ir own names, but in the 
names of friends and employes, so that of the 
thousand names on the list probably two- 
thirds of the number are merely representa- 
tives of the above speculators. A lively fight

Settling the State Debt in Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 13.—[Special.}— 
The Senate today discussed at length the bill 
providing for the payment of $10,000 for the 
capture of M. T. Polk, the defaulting State 
Treasurer. The measure was tabled, but 
will be brought up again. The Banner, the 
most prominent State-credit journal in the 
State, says editorially today: Looking at 
the facts as we know them to exist, we see 
but two courses open for the bondholders of 
Tennessee to any possible payment—either 
to hold the evidences of debt now pos- 
sessed, and walt some action from the 
National Goverument which will force 
their payment, or to pany submit to 
the cut-throat policy of the party in power 
and accept whatever they can get. In the 
first instance they would wait upon a con- 
tingency that is extremely remote; in the 
other, they place their faith in a possible 
permanent settlement, tf readily accepted, 
in the humblest manner and without any 
offense to the very delicate sense of State 
sovereignity. We are inclined to think it 
would be final, but nevertheless based upoh 
the act of the Tennessee Legislature, the 
versatility of which they would do well to 
contemplate.“

OBITUARY, 


Death of Ex+Gov. Wiililam E. Smith, 
of Wisconsin. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 13.—Ex-Gov. William 
E. Smith died at 11:80 tonight, surrounded by 
family ana friends. 

BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH. 

William R. Smith was born ia Scotland, June 
14, 1824, and emigrated with his nis tu the 
United States in early childhood. The family 
located in New York City, where he acquired a 
very fair education in public schools. Upon 
reaching the age H manbood young Swith 
came West. and settled in Oakiand County, Mich- 
igan. His experiences in the Wolverine State 
did not prove satisfactory, hence, in 1849, he re- 
moved to Wisconsin, and set Up asa merchant 
in the Town of Fox Lake. His business vent- 
ure prospered to such an extent that he soon 
acquired a competence. Shortiy after sett! 
down in Fux Lake he interested himsei 
in politics, and represented his district in 
the State Assembly in 1851. Thereafter 


again in 1864 and 
1665. In tne fall of 18656 he was chosen State 
Treasurer, which office he filled for a second 
term, or until 1868. His election as State Treas- 
urer was foliowed by his retirement from busi- 
ness in Fox Lake, and after leaving that office 
he crossed the Atlantic with bis famiiy, and 
spent some time in Europe. While abroad, one 
of his daughters, a bighly educated and charm- 
ing young lady, died ot malarial fever in Rome. 
On returning to his old Wisconsin home in 1871 
he again entered the political arena, and as- 
pired to be Governor of the State. The powers 
that be in Washington, however, placed a curb 
on this laudable ambition by securmg the 
nomination and election of C. Washburn. 
Then the people of his old Dodge County 
district returned bim to the State Assembly, 
and he Spresided over the deliberations of that 
body as Speaker. The year followimg he ro- 
moved to this city, where he formed a copart- 
nership with G. A. Roundy and Sidney Haux- 
burst in the wholesale grocery trade, under the 
Urm name of Smith, Roundy & Co. But al- 
though this new business venture prospered 
from the outset, Mr. Smith still indulged in a 
quiet craving for political honors, and Stil 
hoped to become Governor of the State. Aoc- 
cordingly he pitted bimself against the riagy 
backing of Harrison Ludington in 1875, and onile 
withdrew bis name at the last moment when hy 
found that Ludington had an absolute majorit- 
of the delegates in convention assembled. His 
turn came at last in 1877, when he was nomi- 
nated without opposition,‘and elected*by a band- 
some plurality over Judge James A. Mailory, 
Democrat. 
In 1879 he was again nominated and elected for 
a second term. Simultaneously with his elec- 
tion as the Executive of the State Government 
he withdrew from the grocery ba@siness, only to 
resume it again in —— by forming a copartner- 
ship with H. M. Mendel and his son, Ira Smith, 
under the firm name of Smith, Mendel & Co, In 
addition to the public positions mentioned 
above, Mr. Smith served as one of the Directors 
of the State Prison from 1874 until 1877. It can 
truthfully be said of him that he attained to the 
higbest position of honor in the Commonwealth 
of Wiscunsin through the confidence which 
comes from strict and lone-tried integrity, un- 
swerving loyalty, and unusual steadfastness to 
party affiliation. He has been a man of rare tact, 
good ability, and unblemished publie and private 
reputation, and always ranked as one of the 
Urtzt citizens of the State; whether jJudwed as a 
magistrate, a politician, a merchant, or a citizen 
in the walks of private life, be has been success- 
ful in every walk of lite, winning the warm 
friendship and high esteem of every one with 
whom he was brought in contact. His lo 
service in the various legisiative and executi 
State Government ideutined 
tical history almost uninter- 
ruptedly for a period of thirty years.

THE LAKE-FRONT AGAIN. 


Mr. Vaughey, of La Salle, got in an old, fa- 
miliar measure with the high-sounding title, 
“An act to enable the Commissioners of the 
Illinois & Michigan Canal to establish the title 
of the State for the benefit of the canal fuad 
in and to all canal langs which the State has 
granted in violation of the trust upon which the 
Federal Government granted them to the 
State.” It is practicaily the same scheme as 
that of two years ago, with a few more iptro- 
ductory whereases than then, seeking to give 
the Canal Uommissicners the power to estab- 
lish the State's alleged title in that 2 1— 
of the Chicago Lake- Front between Madison 
and Tweifth streets. The Commissioners 
are to procure a reconveyance if they can, or 
sue if they must, the suits to be prosecuted by 
the Attorney-General, or such additional coun- 
sol and legal services as may be necessary to the 
proper conduct of the sujts be engaged by 
the Governor on the request of the Attorney- 
General. Tne expenses of the sults and counsel! 
tees are limi to $5,000, payabie out of the 
canal revenues. 

A RAILROAD REFORMER. 

Mr. West, of McLean, introduced the usual

MORE LICENSE. 


Mr. Parker, of Cook, introduced a bill designed 
to give corporate authorities 6f cities and vil- 
lages the power to prohibit by ordinance the 
sale of intoxicating liquors within certaiu dis- 
tricts or along certain streets upon petition of 
a majority of the heads of families of the dis- 
trict or street. Such au ordinance, once passed, 
cannot be repealed under the bill except upon 
petiuon of two-thirds of the residents along the 
street or in the district. The seai object of the 
bill, which has an emergency ciause attached, is 
to enable cities and villages to set apart certain 
territory where liquor shail not be sold, and was 
introduced by request of one of Mr. Parker's 


constituents. 
TARIFF TALK. 


, After much mag 2 debate and a ridicu- 
lous waste of time the House agreed to invite 
Geu. McClernand to lecture on the tamff. No 
one could tell where he st on the question, 
and the majority evidentiy didn’t care.

The object of the bill, as stated by Mr. Morri- 
son and other members of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, is to prevent the unvecessary harashbip, 
expense, and delay of a second jury trial in the 
discreuon of the court. There is no good reason 
forit. Haines apd one or two others thought it 
an attack on the liberties of the people, and the 
bill was amended by Fuller and Gregg 80 as to 
provide for @ jury trial where the accused re- 
quests it, and for the employment by the court 
of counsel for the accused. 

WIFE-BEATERS. 

The last bi to move up a pég was Quinn's 
anti-wife-beating measure, which condemns a 
wife-beater to from five to twenty-five lashes 
with a rawhide, and the pleasure of paying the 
27 of prosecution.

The at- 
torneys for the creditors were Flower, Remy & 
Gregory, but from them nothing could be learned 
about the failure. Mr. Donnelly himeeif is lying 
very ill at his home, at No. 38 West Harrison 
street, and could not be seen. Very 
little information could be obtained at the store, 
the young man in charge only yvouchsatne the 
information that the stock of the firm would ag- 
gregate about $40,000, Mies Walker, one of the 
creditors and the bookkeeper ef the firm, 
would nothing beyond tne faet that Donnel- 
ly owed her neariy $1,000.

He bad 
seen several of the creditors yest and they 
were all in favor of granting Donueliy favors 
if there seemed to be 4 prospect that 
be could continue business success- 
fully. Mr. Dennelly’s illness, which has 
lasted for some weeks, is sup 
to have been one cause of the derangement of 
hie business, combined with the dullness of 
trade and the difficulty of making coilecdous. 
The fact that the smaller of Mrs. Pratt's notes 
was for interest showed her account had 
been one of long standing.

BOGUS JURORS. 
JUST ONE-HALF OF THE LAST PANEL NEVER 
WERE BORN, 

A few days ago Judge Tuley commented sig- 
niticantly upon the fact thatout of the large 
lists of jurymen furnished by the County Com- 
missioners a heavy percentage of the names ap- 
pear to be fictitious. The Bailiff's, when sent to 
summon them, returned reporting tit they 
could find no such persons as had been indi- 
cated by the Commissioners as men fit for jury 
duty. This, Judge Tuley said, had grown to be 
a positive evil. In some interviews which a 
TRIBUNE reporter recentiy had with a number 
of the County Commissioners those officials said 
they made a practice of marking every tenth 
name on the poll-lists as a fit candidate for jury 
duty. Wanting toapply a practical test, and 
ascertain how the system worked, Tag TRIBUNE 
sent to the Circuit and Supreme Court and ob- 
tained from the clerks there sixty-eight uames. 
None of the sixty-eight live outside of the city. 
A reporter then determined if possible to estab- 
lian an identity for every name. A search 
through the city directory showed that out of 
the sixty-eight names thirty-four appeared in 
the directory. The list is as follows. There are

and by individual and combined exertion to 
elevate the tone of public sentiment and in- 
duce the leading men of Chicago to take a 
more practical interest in political and mu- 
nicipal matters than they bad hitherto done, 


With a membership of 600, many of whom 
were leading men, representing every busi- 
ness and profession, much good could be 
done, he thought, in the way of preventing 
corruption in the inauguration of meas- 
ures of civil reform. 

J. B. Moulton followed with an interesting 
address, dwelling upon the good already ac- 

someranen by similar clubs, such as 
the Union League Clubs of Philadelphia, 
New York, and Boston. This club, he went 
on to say, was distinct from the other local

A VALUABLE FIND. 


Discovery of a Deposit of Natural Gas 
in Penasyivauia. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Feb. 13.—(Special.]— 
Early this morning two drillers at workina 
ravine: back of the New Tork City Plate- 
Glass Works, at Creighton Station, a few 
miles from the city on the West Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, encountered a deposit of 
natural gas, the find of which will havea 
very important bearing on the future of that 
great enterprise. When the drill had reached 
a depth of 1,170 feet a big commotion was 
heard in the well, and in a few seconds an 
enormous flow of gas enveloped the derrick, 
which caught fire at the engine, and in less 
than thirty minutes the entire rig was in 
ashes, leaving a roaring flame to mark the 
place where the derrick stood. The well is 
two miles from the works. Should it not be 
of capacity sufficient to supply the furnaces, 
other wells will be drilled, and, as the 
operators know where to find the valuable 
vapor, no trouble is anticipated in getting as 
many wells as may be necessary to heat and 
light the establishment. The company had 
drilled two holes 2,300 feet deep before this 
third and successful one, but was rewarded for 
the labor and expense. Before making an- 
other attem pt the services of a geologist who 
was acquainted with the underground for- 
mation were called into requisition, he 
selected the spot that responded in a blaze.

General Torrence Explains His Reference to 
Ar. pullman in a Published In- 
terview. 


In an article upon the financial condition 
of the Village of Hyde Park published in 
Tue Tamer of Sunday reference was 
made to the Metropolitan Gas Company of 
Hyde Park, which had been, during the ex- 
istence of the present board, granted a char- 
ter, and of which, among others, President 
Goodrich, Gen. Torrence, and D. C. Bradley, 
of the Calumet Iron & Steel Company, were 
incoporators. The ordinance conferring the 
charter in question, together with a special 
agreement between the village and the gas 
company as to the gas furnished the village, 
are truly remarkable documents, as may be 
seen by the few brief extracts given below. 
The ordinance giving the charter to 
the company was passed by the usual 
vote of four to two, and after it. was spread 

upon the records the word „exclusive“ was 
inserted in the sentence, “Be it ordained, 
et., That permission and authority irrevoca- 
bie.” Whenthe miuntes were read, one the 
Trustees objected to the word, saying that it 


w

and asked why it had been inserted. The 
Clerk replied that the word had been insert- 
ed by him by order of President Goodrich. 
This ordinance was thereupon repealed on 
the ground that the inserted word made the 
charter invalid. ‘The original ordinance also 
included the territory occupied by Pullman, 
which was then supplied by its own gas- 
works, and the ordinance was amend- 
ed, upon the written objection of the 
attorney of the Pullman Company, 
in such form as to except Pullman from the 
right of way of the new company. By the 
ordinance the Metropolitan Gas Company is 
given permission and authority irrevocable 


to lay its mains, pipes, etc., in any and all of 
the streets, alleys, public grounds, etc., and 
to use and repair the same, provided no per- 
manent injury be done to any street, alley, 
ete. It is required to restore all streets to as 

order as before the laying of the pipe 
with all convenient dispatch. The works of 
the company, of a capacity to manufacture 
and deliver at ieast 300,000 cubic: feet of gas 
per day, were to be commenced within five 
years om the date of the ordinance (Sep- 
tember, 1882), and the price of gas to con- 
sumers was not to exceed $3 per 1,000 cubic

of 50 cents per thousand feet to consumers 
whoshould pay witbin or before twelve days 
after the expiration of the month in which 
the gas was consumed. This rebate was not 
to apply to street-lamps and public buildings, 
the supply of gas for which isto be subject 
tos agreement.

THE LUMBER TARIFF. 


Why the Canadian Product Should Be 
Admitted Free—White Pine Now a 
Monopoly. 

Des Mores, la., Feb. 15.—[{Special.|— 
Robert Fullerton, Second Vice-President of 
the Chicago Lumber Company, a corporation 
recently organized at Chicago with a capital 
of $1,000,000, arrived here Saturday and left 
Monday for Washington to present a peti- 
tion to Congress to place Canadian lumber on 
the free list. The Chicago Lumber Company 
are not the owners of pine land, but pur- 
chasers of rough luniber, which they sell and 
also make inte doors, sash, etc. They have 
extensive branches in lowa, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and Missouri. That for lowa is 
located here and managed by Mr. Fullerton. 


They carry a stock valued at $2,000,000, At. 


a recent meeting of the company it was de- 
cided to take this action for protection 


against the holders ef pine lands, who are 
forcing the price of lumber unwarrantably 
high. The increase since 1878 has been 
nearly 65 per cent on common lumber and 
still more on higher grades. The following

The petition of the company sets forth that 
it is the part of prudence and duty of states- 
men to guard against the calamity which 
will follow the exhaustion of our pine for- 
ests, Which are reported to the Census Bu- 
reau as having only a supply sufficient for 
fifteen years at the present rate of cousump- 
tion. It is evident unless some other source 
of supply is opened to the people lumber 
will soon become a luxury which few can 
awe. and which it will be nearly impossi- 
le for pioneers on the treeless prairies of 
the West to obtain: for as a natural result 
pine lands must enhance in value, and being 
in possession of comparatively a few per- 
sons, an easy and tempting opportunity to 
monopoly is. offered. ‘The admission of 
Canada lumber is not sought so much to 
lower prices as to guard against monopoly 
and ruinous advancesin the price of build- 
ing material so essential to the development 
and progress of the West and the total ex- 
tinction of our white pine forests, thus pla- 
cing our people ultimately at the mercy of 
foreigners who control the only whfte pine 
accessible to our country. Mr. Fullerton says 
the pine forests of the United States will be 
denuded in fifteen years at the present rate 
of annual cutting, and white pine is not re- 
productive. It grows but once. The clear- 
ings grow up with oak and other wood.

FINANCIAL. 

The local money market was more active yes- 
terday. Phe currency orders were heavier than 
for many days past, and a liberal movement of 
grain and live stock is expected to follow. The 
backbone of the winter ig believed to be broken, 
and a steady improvement in general business 
is looked upon as the outeome. The supply of 
money continues liberal, and the local market is 
easy, witha fair demand. The current rate of 
interest is 7 per cent, but this is shaded on the 
street, where. money was offered yesterday at 6 
per cent. 

The local bank clearings aggregated $6,500,000 
yesterday, a decrease of $1,500,000 as compared 
with the total of Monday. 

The internal revenue receipts yesterday were 
$31,888, whisky paying $25,009 and cigars and 
tobacco $5,033. 

Eastern exchange was quoted easier aga‘n, at 
25@.50c discount per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange was quiet and unchanged. 
Sterling was quoted at 48344 for sixty days, and 
at 487 on demand; actual rates at 483@486'4. En- 
glish documentafy at 480%@480X% and 480 
483%. Continental exchange was quoted as fol- 
lows: Bankers’ francs, lk and 517%; docu- 
mentary bills, 52% and 521%; bankers’ marks, 9 
Coon: documentary marks, 9444.@94%. 

The New York stock market was weak yester- 
day and rather active. It turned down strongly 
towards noon, but railied a little, and closed 
firm. The coal stocks were depressed by fears 
of reduced consumption, due to the suspension 
of the iron companies, and there was a regular 
wave of excitementover the telegraph absorp- 
tion; the news that Western Union had been 
enjoined from leasing the Mutual Union being 
offset by the report that the transfer had been 
made before the injunction issued. 

Gould was reported to be freely selling Mu- 
tual Union yesterday, feeding it out on every 
bulge in the market. About 15,000 shares were 
sold on account of ex-Gov. Morgan's critical 
condition. Keene was also mentioned as a large 
selier of stocks, 

Illinois Central developed strength on rumors 
that a division of the surplus is to be made. 

Telegrams from New York say that nearly 
1,000 miles of the St. Paul Road are blocked 
with snow. 

It is said that Union Pacific gross earnings for 
the first six days in February show a decrease of 
$167,000, the falling off in business being wholly 
in freight. 

The earnings of the six companies in the Mis- 
souri Pacific system for the first week in Febru- 
ary show an incr@ase of $128,000, 

Monday’s heavy selling of Burlington is said 
to have been chietly by Boston men, who ex- 
pected decreased dividends. 

A New York telegram says it now looks as if 
the Memphis & Charleston matter has been 
merely a stock operation. 

Some financial thinkers are of the opinion that 
the great operators in stocks still hold a great 
many more than they want, and have vainly 
tried, time and again, to unload on the public or 
on each other. The public is staying 
out with an unusual persistency, having 
apparently come to the conclusion that things 
have been watered too much to be safe for peo- 
ple who canvot swim. Under such circum- 
stances the load is very apt to settle on the 
shoulders of the men who cannot afford to let 
prices go down. 

The exports from New York last month were 
only 3 per cent larger than in Januſtry. 1882, be- 
ing $30,281,749, ine specie. The imports 
were a very little r than for the same 
month last year, be $40,250,143, against $40,- 
135.678 in January, 1882. The total imports at 
New York last week were $10,019,397.

The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday than the recent average, and gener- 
ally stronger. The news of rate-cutting on 
rall-ircights eastward, the uncertainty of the 
wheat situation on the Pacific Slope, and the 
fact that receipts here are not 80 large as were 
expected to follow the piercing of snow-drifts 
in the country, all tended to stiffen the prices of 
grain, and provisions were higher in sympathy 
with wheat. ‘Che trading in all the markets was 
chiefly for May delivery. The reaction from 
Monday’s weakness seemed to take a good many 
people by surprise. 

Provisions were strong, but not very active. 
They started in higher on general confidence in 
the situation,though Liverpool reported a decline 
of od in long clears, fell back as a 
leading packer unloaded = rather freely 
at the top., and improved ‘a iittie later. 
The receipts of bogs were not large, and the 
quality was poor enough to scare those of the 
shorts in provisious who have hitherto hoped 
fora big run of good, fat hogs after the close 
of the winter season. Also the floods in Cincin- 
nati caused the sending here of some Southern 
orders for meats which would otherwise have 
filled in ‘what city, and the 
strength in wheat was favorable to a rise in 
hog products. Pork advanced Dee, fell back 
7c, and closed 124%@1lic above the latest prices 
of Monday. Lard advanced bee. and closed at 
an improvement of loc. with a good deal of 
faith expressed in the articie. Ribs for May ad- 
vanced lone. and closed firm, with little do- 
ing in other futures. On the afternoon cali 
pork and iard advanced 2%@5c, while ribs im- 
proved loc. probably owing to the greater 
Southern demand, due to the flood in Cincin- 
pati. 

Fiour was quiet and strong. There was a 
moderate inquiry for export, but little was 
taken, and the local trade was light. Bran and 
other coarse milistuffs were strong. 

Wheat was moderately active and quite 
strong, advancing ic, and closing e above the 
latest prices of Monday. The British markets 
were only called steady, and our receipts were 
some larger, but reaily light, while the news 
from California was supposed to be bad for the 
next wheat crop, and many tears were ex- 
pressed regarding the safety of that in tne 
Western States. The reported big export move- 
ment of flour from the seaboard last week un- 
doubtedly brought out buying orders, as the 
maintenance of fereign quotations under such 
an enormous movemeut was regarded as a proof 
that the people of Western Europe want 
our stuttf more badly than they 
have been willing to confess. About noon 
the bulletin board showed that “some one had 
blundered to the extent of nearly a quarter of 
a million barrels of flour. Then there was more

A dipatch from a prominent house in Califor- 
nia says the wheat acreage in that State is 
large, and the wheat uninjured up to date. For 
a fortnight past it has been visited by cold 
north winds; but copious rains at any time 
within thirty or forty days from now will carry 
the crop through all right. 

Farmers in the central part of this State who 
have tested corn laid by for seeding in the 
spring are reported to have tested it and find 
that not 2 per cent of it will germinate. Hence 
they are sending to Nebraska for seed. The 
germ cells have been burst by the frost. More 
cure will be needed this year than usual in se- 
lecting seed for the next corn crop. 

The floods in Cincinnaff are severe enough to 
suspend work in the packing-bouses and dis- 
tilleries of that city; they will probably be un- 
able to resume for several days.

They Are Liable for Rent and the Land- 
lords Are Liablefor Stenches and Dam- 
ages. 

The adjourned case of Goodrich vs. McClure, 
reported in yesterday's TRIBUNE, was concluded 
in Justice Brayton’s Court last evening. The 
case was virtually decided in favor of the 
plaintiff, although the court reserved its ulti- 
mate decision until today, in order that the de- 
fense might have an opportunity to show why a 
verdict should not be rendered against it.

He said that 
there bad not been a break in the pipes to ex- 
ceed three daysatatime in two years. The 
building had been built about ten years, the 
plumbing costing originally about $800, and when 
the defendants moved in it was in perfect order. 
pipes had frozen up during the 
snap because the defendants had 
the basement door open when the 
thermometer was % degrees below zero. 
The building was entirely free from sewer-gas. 
He told all his tepants not to empty slop in the 
basins when the pipes were frozen, aud if they 
had done soit was :

The defendants claimed that they were not 
responsible for the rent since Dec. I., as the 
property bad not been in proper condition.

A GREAT FARM. 

A Description of Gen. Harding“ 4,000- 
Acre Farm Down in Tennessee. 

[Agricultural Review. — Those unac- 
quainted with the Southern States will be 
surprised when told that what is as a whole 
the greatest farm in America is in the State 
of Tennessee. It is owned by Gen. Harding. 
lteontains 4,000 acres of land in one body in 
the highest state of cultivation, withouta 
Single rod of waste in the entire tract, and 
cultivated in the most intelligent manner. 
It is called Belle Mead. It is six miles from 
Nashville. The turnpike leading to it is 
lined with shade-trees and adorned with 
well kept lawns and villas of merchants 
and professional men. The land of 
Belle Mead is gently rolling, all tillabie, and 
with grass growing on the highest points. 
There are no stumps, although originally 
covered with a heavy growth of timber, and 
there is no part of iton which the most im- 
Dish- 
shaped, it is surrounded by hills which 
gradually slope inward to Richmond Creek, 
a live and most valuable stream running 
through the farm. Ihe Nashville & Chat- 
tanooga Railroad also passes through it 
from east to west. 

The farm is well fenced with a stone wall 
on the outside, of which there are some six- 
teen miles, costing 80 cents to $1.40 per run- 
ning vard. The inner fences are post, and 
plank, and rail. The farm is planted about 
as follows: Two hundred acres in wheat, 
200 in oats, 350 in corn, fifty in barley, 400 in 
timothy, 200 in clover, 100 in orchard, 150 in 
paddocks, the latter sown with barley and 
blue grass for winter. 

A deer park contains 4% acres, and there 


‘are 1,300 acres ln woodland pasture, in in- 


closures of 200 to 500 acres each, sown to blue 
and orchard grass for beef cattle and sheep. 
All of the woodland on the place, including the 
deer park, affords good pasture land. The tim- 
ber embraces almost every species, including 
the shittimwoeod of the Bibie. It is all of orig- 
inal native growth. In one pasture of 100 acres 
the wood is all walnut; another is a black 
locust forest for fencing posts, On the hills are 
fine yellow poplar. white oak, pine, oak, and ash 
of the finest growth. The average produce of 
the fleids to the acre is: Wheat, bushels; 
corn, 50 to 60; oats, 40 to 50; barley, 40 to 50: 
corn, 14 to 2 tons. 

Belle Mead farm is conducted by a master 
Method and system are everywhere 
shown. Every fence raii is in its piace, every 
corner is clean, every rood of land shows the 
efiect of intelligent cultivation, and every ani- 
mal presents an appearance denoting intelligent 
The tools and impie- 
ments are in their places, the yards are ciean, 
the stables very piain, but commodious and com- 
fortabie, and the highest-bred, purest- blooded, 
most spirited horses in the land, one alone rep- 
resenting a value of $30,000. are as gentie and 
tractable as any ordinary borse. Four of these 
noble animals are worth about $100,000 together. 
And yet the methods empioyed are within the 
power of every farmer, for everything is done 
on the simplest pian and in the most inexpenu- 
sive way. It is only common farming done 
intelligentiy.- The $0,000 horse is not surround- 
ed by any more fancy conditions than the $200 
animals of foolish city people, but they are at- 
tended with more common sense. 

The system of farming employed on Belle 
Mead is, first, deep plowing to pulverize the soil 
thoroughly and subject it to winter freezing, by 
which it forms a reservoir for water to-suppiy 
the roots of vegetation with. moisture in tne 
heat of summer. it is sebsoiled fourteen inches 
in depth. Manure is only used to get it out of 
the way, and artificial fertilizers are not em- 
ployed. Good results have been derived from 
the use of gruund limestone, which is found to 
be better than the burnt article, as burning is 
believed to destroy valuable properties of the 
stone. It is applied the same as land plaster. 
Rotation ef crops is practiced to prevent wear- 
ing out the land. Red clover is put in for two 
2 hen wheat, then corn two years, followed 

y oats and clover. Hed clover is found to be a 
great renovater of the soil, likewise keeping the 
iand in good beart. For tired, or what is known 
as worn out spots,“ peas are sown broadcast to 
rest and restore the soil, There are fields on the 

lace that bave been in continuous cultivation 

or seventy years; and are better now than théy 
were originally. 

While marketing some 5,000 bushels of corn, 
3,500 busheis of wheat, and 200 to 30 tons of hay 

er annum, the principal product of the farm is 

ive stock, and in oue branch of that industry it 
deserves to rank first in the world. -Three to 
four buudred head of high-ciass grade Durham 
cattie of different ages are kept for beef. about 
150 head being marketed per year. They are 
sold in Nashville and shipped to Eastern mar- 
kets, where they command top prices. They 
average in weight about 1.300 pounds, and are 
sold off grass without being fed any grain or hay 
that could be marketed. A sale the latter part 
of last summer of 110 head brought 63-5 cents 
on the boof for ninety bead, and 5 cents for 
twenty, yielding $6,647.70, or about $80 per head, 
in Nashville. They cost 3‘ cents origipaily, and 
paid over 7 per cent net on the investment. 

A herd of forty or fitty of as fine miich cows 
as we ever saw is also kept. They are grade 
Jerseys. The original stock was polled, and of 
what is known as the Patton breed crossed with 
Durhams. This breed was started by Gen. Har-

tity of milk it yields, producing on a test as 
high as eighty pounds of milk per day. A cross 
of these animals with the Jersey constitutes 
the present herd. They are generally polled, are 
large milkers and stiperior tor the dairy, the 
cross with the Jerseys adding richness to the 
milk. The animals are fine- looking, somewhat 
larger than the Jersey, equarely built, and well 
adapted for beet. in size equaling very nearly 
the Durbatns. The meat is very delicious and 
tender, the nuimals fatten easily, and are hardier 
than the Durham or any cattle except the Dev- 
on. For milk, butter, and beef combined 
they are unexcelied, and are nearer the breed 
so much talked of and aimed at that shall com- 
bine all these qualifies than any we know of.

There is scarcely a 
distinguished horse that has appeared for a num- 
ber of years that cannot be traced back to Ten-. 
nessce, and many to this farm. Bassett’s dam 
was bred in Maury County. A large number of 
the finest imported borses and mares have lived 
on Belie Mead. Imported Priam died and was 
buried there. He was purchased at the highest 
price ever paid for a horse in England in that 
day, $25,000, and an immense sum was subse- 
quently offered for bis return. His was the best 
blood of that time, and is sought after, the 
best horses there being traced back to him yet. 
He was never beaten but once In a race. 
When we visited Belle Mead there were on the 
place four stallions, eight br 
forty-two colts, all of the best breeding, and 
comprising some of the most valuabie stock in 
the country. The stallions are Enquirer, im- 
rted Great Tom. Bramole, and Luke Black- 


urn. The business of Gen. Harding is the 


breeding and “sale of horoughbred 
borse. Everything else is auxiliary thereto, 
fle neither exhibits nor races horses, but con- 
fines bimself to supplying the best-bred animals 
of their class to fanciers of the horse. His cus- 
tomers are from all seetions of the country, and 
represent some of its leading men. No apimal 
is ever sold at private sale, the entire produce 
of the farm being disposed of at public auction 
on the premises about the Ist of May each year. 
These sales began in 1867, and are largely at- 
tended. Every man who buys knows that he is 
being fairly dealt with, and that he is sure of 
what he purchases. The colts of the previous 
year, numbering twenty-five to forty, are sold 
to the highest bidder, and the time oceupied 
rarely exceeds two bours, while the sum real- 
ized amounts to’ many thousands of dollars, 
The sale of 1881 embraced thirty-four colts, 
which brought $37,800, and represented the last 
of the Bonnie Scotiand stock. One animal of 
this strain could not now be pought for $16,000. 
The sale of 1882 covered thirty-eight head, and 
aggregated $24,300. Prices, of course, are gov- 
erned by the breeding of the colts. Both the 
father and grandfather of Gen. Harding were 
breeders of the biooded horse, and be therefore 
came naturally by his fondness for the science. 

The live stock of Belle Mead, representing at 
least $250,000in value, is in charge of Robert 
Green, a colored man, now silvered over with 
gray. He is about 58 years of age. was born on 
the estate, and bas always remained there. He 
handles the valuable stallions and mares, and 
superintends everything pertaining to the biood- 
ed-stock department, assisted by three or four 
subordinates. It is a pleasure to see bim bandle 
the horses Enquirer, Bramble, Great Tom, and 
the other noted animals, which in his hands are 
as docile as kittens, and the  best-behaved of 
their class we ever saw. Heis an invaluable 
man, faithful, kind, intelligent, honest, and 
truthful. He was never known to strike an ani- 
mal. Robert takes creat pride and interest in 
his employers, their families, and their property, 


including the stock, and his faithfulness and 


ability are highly — 

The principal building on Belle Mead is a 
large mansion, standing back about 360 yards 
from the main road on a beautiful lawn, shaded 
with great trees and sloping tothe road. A 
grand portico is supported by massive and beau- 
tiful marble columos, quarried ‘on the place, 
and it is probably toe finest in the country. On 
a side bill. a few hundred yards distant, stands 
the sale stable, used for the care of young colts 
also. It is oblong in shape, 112 feet on the cast 
and west sides by ö feet joorth and south, in- 
closing a hollow square 66 feet each way, ar- 
ranged on sale days in the form of an amphi 
theatre. The stables are on the inside, and con- 
tain thirty-two stalis, 10xl2 each, with an over- 
hanging shed with feed-roomsin the four cor- 
ners of the building. The open court is used as 
the display ring for the annual sales, It is sup- 
plied with water by a trough fh the centre, ted 
through iron pipes from a fine spring on 
another part of the farm. The exterior of the 
building is broken and relieved by ten Fables 
and by two towers on the north and south ends. 
There are also a stable for mares in foal, cow- 
house, mule barn (forty mules being 
kept for domg the farm work), #raino- 
barn, root-cellar, and stalllon-stables. and 
closed sheiterg in the paddocks for the 
older mares. There are also a sawmill, grist- 
mill, blacksmith and carpenter shop, and quar- 
ters for the bands, north of the mansion; ana 
facing upon au open court areatew acres for 
playground for children. There are also ac- 
commodations on the premises for religious 
services on 8 The stallions are cared for 
ih square stables, baving only ope room below 
and feed-room overhead, each animal having 
one of these small buildings to himself. They 
each open in a paddock of about an acre, where 
they are turned loose for exercise daily. 

in a large giass case in the parior of Gen. 
Harding’s home are a bundred purses, repre- 
senting victories won by horses ot his raising 
and varioussums of money. There isaisoa large 
coilection of silver plate representing premiums 
taken at fairs. He values these purses more 
thao the plate, forthe reason that they repre- 
sent the turf contests. When his borse came out 
ahead on the track be was sure that be was the 
best anima! of the lot. The plate represents 
merely the judgment of men, which is often in 
error, as to which. is the best animaiin a fair 
ring. Not only does Gen, Harding prise the 
purses more highiy than the plate, but he prides 
himseif more on them than on ansthi he pos- 
sesses, tor they represent the res of his 
thought and labor in life. 

Belle Mead was originally settled dy Gen. 
Harding's father, who emigrated thither from 
Vermont in 1805, entering two and a quarter sec- 
tions of land from the Government. It was then 
a wild country, not enough land being cieared 
on the tract to produce food for the elder Hard- 
ing s family. It was a great forest, fliled witb 
deer and other wild game. Gen. Harding inher- 
ited the homestead trom his father iu 1839, which 
amounted at the time to 1,400 acres through ac- 
cessions 77 purchase, and it had upon it 125 
slaves. was a man of great energy and 
force of character, a thorough farmer, and his 
products, which consisted mainly of live stock, 
hay. and grain, were of the best quality. The 
house in whicb he lived and in which Gen. Hard- 
ing was born was built of logs, and contained 
two rooms below and two above, each simply 
furnished. It still stands, in an excellent state 


| of preservation, near the present mansion on 


Helle Mead. Gen. Harding continued the im- 
provements and accessions instituted by his 
father. At the breaking out of the War be had 
225 slaves, all raised on the place, and most of 
them remained faithful to bim tothe close. He 
was a humane master and treated them as 
children, and still cares for them in sickness 
and health, attaching them strongly to bim. 
He never sold but one, and that was for striking 
He would 
never purchase plantations South because of 
his antipathy to trusting his negroes with an 
overseer, and his accessions to Belle Mead were 
made to accommodate and provide for his in- 
creasing family of slaves, and to prevent the 
necessity for separating families. Thus this 
great farm, now so valuable to its owner, was 
created from as high and noble a purpose as 
could actuate a man iu auy work. One bundred 
negroes are still kept on the place, inciuding 
women and children; the men, of whom there 
are about twenty, doing the farm work with the 
ald of a carpenter, mechanic, and blacksmith, 
Some of these were che original slaves, and 
a more happy, contented, healthy body of men 
and women it would be hard to find. It was quite 
an interesting sight to see some of the youn 

ones march to church the Sunday morning o 

our visit in silk dresses and all the finery of 
their white sisters. From what we saw of han- 
dling stock in the South, we believe the colored 
men the best to handle high-bred animals. They 
stem adapted by nature to their best care, be-

Practical Operation of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Employes’ Association, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 14.—[Special.]—At a 
quarterly meeting of the Committee of Manage- 
ment of the Baltimore & Ohio Empiloyés’ Relief 
Association, just held at Cumberland, the an- 
nual report of the Secretary, Dr. W. T. 
Barnard, was read. It shows that between 
May 1, 1880, when first inaugurated, and 
Sept. 1, 188%, the association has issued 28,703 
policies, and its membership now includes #4 per 
cent of the Baltimore & Ohio employés; 15,952 
payments of benetits have aggregated $344,075, 
of which $302,617 were expended sub- 
sequent to Jan. 1, 1881. It also 
appears, from the proceedings of the commit- 
tee, that, in addition to the above, between Oct. 
1 and Dec. 31. 1882, 2,142 payments aggregating 
$44,784 were made by members. The associ- 
ation on Sept. 3, 1882, had a net 
surplus of $30,112. ‘The saving and build- 
ing features inaugurated July last are 
becoming extremely popular. Notice was given 
on resolutions to be considered at the next 
quarterly meeting autborizing members of tne 
association, ou retiring trom the company’s 
service, to retain their interest in the death- 
features, and also authorizing clerks and otbers 
not hazardously engaged to obtain membership 
in that feature. 


Diamond Joes Road in Arkansas— 
The Hot Springs & Mountain Valley 
Road. 

Irn Rock, Ark., Feb. 13.—[Speeial. ] From 
advices received today from Sheridan, Grant 
County, this State, it is learned that the survey- 
ing party on the line of railroad known as Dia- 
mond Joe's Line, from Malvern to Pine Bluff, 
has reached the former place, which is about 
half way between the two last-named towns, 
and give very favorable reports of the line as 
far as surveyed. They found no serious ob- 
stacies in the way of steep grades or deep 
earth cutting; nor have they found 
beavy rock-cutring nor tunnels to cut 
through; on the contrary, everything towards 
an easily built road, and good ground for a road- 
bed. Everything so far is very encouraging, and 
the citizens of Malvern and Pine Bluff look upon 
the completion of this road as an event to oc- 
cur in the very near future. 

One hundred and fifty convicts in the State 
prison here will be put to work on the Hot 
Springs & Mountain Valley Railroad next week. 
Scarcity of free labor compels the contractors 
to employ these convicts to hurry forward the 
compietion on the road. 


Prespective Settlement of the Claims 
Against the Indianapolis, Blooming- 
ton & Western Raliroad. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 13.—[Special.]—At- 
torneys for the parties who hoid back-pay 
claims of the Indianapolis, Bloomington & 
Western Railroad Company have at last become 
excited and have threatened totake action to 
deciare void the foreclosure sale of this prop- 
erty. This bas moved the attention of the ludi- 
anapolis, Bloomington & Western Company 
until they bave virtually said they will make no 
further resistance to the payment of claims 
under the sum of $5,000,.whicb the court de- 
creed, and they have asked until March 31 to pay 
those claims, which amount to $260,000 or there- 
abouts, assigning as a reason that they will need 
to hypothecate some of their bonds to raise this 
money. It is stated that claims amounting to 
over $100,000 are debarred by the claimants be- 
ing negligent in presenting them to be passed 
on and allowed by the court. The attorneys of 
the back-pay claimants assert, with a good deal 
of contidence, that the extreme limit for paying 
these claims, so far as they were allowed by the 
decree of the court, will be reached by March 31. 


Denial of the Charges of Incorrect Re- 
turns Made Against the Wisconsin 
Ceutral.

THE CHURCH IN COURT. 


Bishop Mec™iulien vs. Vicar-General 
Brazil—Alleced Undae Influence ona 
Dying Weman. 

Des Mores, la, Feb. 13.-—[Special.]— 
A case is before the Circuit Court which ex- 
cites. considerable interest throughout the 
Catholic Church of this State. It is the rule 
of the Catholic Church that the title to all 
property of the church shall be vested in the 
Bishop. In 1581 this State was divided into 
two «dioceses, Bishop MeMullen being ap- 
pointed over the southern, or Davenport 
diocese. Prior to that time Bishop HMennes- 
sey, Of Dubuque, had charge of the entire 
State. Under the new order his diocese is 
limited to the northern part of the State. 
The Rey. John F. Brazil, of this city, is the 
Vicar-General of the church, a rank second 
to the Bishop. Bishop McMullen was in- 
stalled May 8, 1882. A few days afterwards, 
Bishop Hennessey conveyed to Father Bra- 
zii the premises at the corner of Locust and 
Sixth streets, in this city, which was occu- 
pied by him as a parsonage, and which is 
valued at about $20,000. Subsequently Bish- 
op Hennessey conveyed to Bishop MaMullen 
all the property of the church within his dio- 
cese, except the premises conveyed to Father 
Brazil. he action now in court is brought 
by Bishop McMullen to set aside the convey- 
ance to Father Brazil, and to secure the legal 
title to the property in himself, on the ground 
that Bishop Hennessey had no right nor 
power to convey it to Brazil, and that the 
conveyance is acloud upon the title of the 
church to the property. Father Brazil claims 
the property as his own. The result of the 
suit excites a good deal of interest in the 
church, 

Father Brazil is also defending another 
suit now on trial, which creates some excite- 
ment in the church. InJanuary, 1882, Lizzie 
Collins bad been sick a long time and much 
of the time delirious. It became evident she 
was approaching death. Father Brazilgwaes 
called. He took with him Judge John 
Mitchell and Dr. 8. M. Rice. Tne Doetor 
deciared she could live but a short time, 
when Father Brazil told her she ought to 
dispose of her property. She did not seem 
to comprehend the request, which was made 
several times. She finally consented and 
said, 1 will do it.“ A will was hastily 
drawn on a half sheet of paper, and reads as 
follows: 

J. Lizzie Collins, of City of Des Moines, being 
of sound mind but weak in body, do make this 
1 last will and testament: 

give and devise to the Rev. John F. Brazil 
all my property, both real and personal, and all 
my rigits as heir of my father’s estate, and also 
all my rights under and by virtue of his will. 

Witness my hand tbis bh day of January,

Her signature is given with a bold, strong 
hand, but immediately after she said:“ Must 
1 go alone,” and in less than thirty minutes 
after signing her name she was dead. The 
property bequeathed is valued at several 
thousands of dollars, and her heirs bring 
this action to have the will set aside on the 
Kround that Lizzie was foreed to make the 
will under the influence which Father Brazil 
had upon her, and that she was not of sound 
mind, and therefore incapable of making a 
will.

PATENT—REISSUR, COVERING SUBSEQUENT 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

A patent for a “gang plow” was reissued to 

the inventor, and in the application for the re- 


issue there were included certain improvements 


made after the origina! patent was issued. in a 
bili in equity to enjoin the infringement of the 
reissued patent (Newton vs. Furst & Bradicy 
Manutacturing Company), fled in the United 
States Circuit Court, Northeru District of Lilinois, 
the defense was inade that the reissued patent 
was void, as it was for a diferentinvention than 
that described in the original patent, the claim 
of the patent baving been unwarrantably ex- 
panded, Judge Biodgett, in sustaining this de- 
tense, said: ** Clearly, if the claim of the orig- 
inal patent did not cover the device used by the 
defendant, and if a reissue was necessary to ex- 
pand or explain the patent in order to.cover the 
defendant's, theu said reissue is void under the 
recent decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States,” 

CABRRIER—NEGLIGENCE — EXEMPLARY DAM- 

AGES. 

An action was brought by a passenger in a 
stage-coach against the proprietors of a stage 
line to recover dauwages for the injuries he suf- 
tered by the upsetting of the stage, which re- 
suited from imperfect and insufficient brakes, 
At the station where che plaintiff took the stage 
the driver called the attention of the agent to 


the brakes, and elloris were made to repair | 


them by nailing a block on each side. In crouss- 
lug a raowe of mountaias one Of the blocks cane 
off, and the wheel wore through the other. The 
driver had an extra block with bim. and he 
stopped che stage to do what he could to repair 
the brakes. Taere were no lights on the stage 
when it was upset, but no claim was made that 
the upset was on that account. The driver was 
careful and nad bis horses moving at a Wals 
when the coach went over. in this case Came- 
rou vs. Wail)the jury gave a verdict for ex- 
emplary duamawes, and the defendants appealed 
to the Supreme Court of Colorado., who reversed 
the judgment. The Chicf-Justice, Elbert, ia the 
opening said: The court below laid dowu cor- 
rectly the cule for exemplary damages in the 
charge, as follows: The liabilities of defend- 
ants tor tortious negligence is broader than in 
au action on contract; hey must auswer not 
only for all damages which a prudent man would 
expect to resuit fron; bis fault, but 4180 
ali that a prudent man would anticipate as 
a possible consequence thereof, and this is the 
nacrowest limit that can be fixed to his liability.’ 
10 justify exemplary damages the act must be 
Willtul, or the negligence must amount © a 
reckiess disreward of the safety of person or 
property. We fall to find in the evidence 
sufficient to justify any claim of gross negli- 
gor c us the term is coastrued by the courts. 
Ou the other hand there was some degree of 
care for the safety of tue passengers. ‘ibe evi- 
dence does not disciose the condition of the 
brakes when the stage first started. This cause 
Calis for compensatory damages only, aud the 
judgment below must be reversed.” 

LIFE-INSURANCE—TRANSFER TO CHILDREN 

BY INSOLVENT DEBTOR-CREDITORA, 

C insured his te for the benefit of bimself. 
his executors, administrators, aad assigns. He 
assigned the policy to his daughters when he 
was insolvent. After his death the guardian of 
bis duughters coitected the ciaim and paid over 
the share of one of the daughters who had mar- 
ried. A creditor, after having exhausted all 
remedies against the property of C, found 
his debt still not ully paid, and 
be brougbt suit to set aside the 
assignment of the life-policy to the daughters 
and the application of the insurance money to 
the payment of his debt. Ina this case Burton 
vs. Fairnbolt) the Supreme Court of North Caro- 
lina decided in favor of the ereditor. Judge 
Ruttin, in the opinion, said: “ The life-policy 
Was a part of the property of the estate of C. 
As soon as it was deitvered it vested in 
him. and like any other claim or demand it be- 
came a part of his estate, and subject to every 
rule of property kuowa to the law. As he was 
insolvent at the time be transferred the policy 
to bis daughters as a provision for them, no pay- 
ment tor this transfer bavime been made by 
them, the transfer was fraudulent as to bis 
ereditors and void in law, whether made with an 
intent actuuily fraudulent or not. The principle 
of law, Which is as old as the law itself. is, that 
the whole of a man's property shall be applied to 
the payment of his debts. la more recent days 
some exemption has been granted tor nis relief 
and that of his family, and that is the only lim- 
itation upon bis creditors.” 

VOLUNTARY PAYMENT OF TAXES~—PROTEST 
RIGHT TO RECOVER, 

Taxes on certain lots of land levied for city 
purposes had not been paid, and. as no goods 
could be found, judgment was recovered against 
the owner, so that a lien could be placed on the 
land itself. The city threatened to levy on the 
laud and the taxes were paid, but under pro- 
test; and when it was discovered subsequently 
that the taxes had beeu discharged in another 
way, Suit was bDroughi against the city to re- 
cover, the pilaintill relying ou the protest. ia 
this case (Union Insurance Company vs. City of 
Allegheny) the plaintiff!’ was deteated, and it 
carried the judgment to the Supreme Court of 
Pennsyivania, who aflirmed the judgment, 
though the Judges were nearly divided in 
opinion. Judge Mercur, in the opinion, said: 
“ Where a party pays an illegal demand with a 
full knowledge of ail the facts wien render 
such demand iliegal, without immediate or ur- 
gent necessity therefor, or unless to release his 
person or property from detention, or to pre- 
vent an immediate seizure of his person or 
property, such a payment myst be deemed to be 
voluntary, and the amount paid cannot be re- 
covered. Aud the fact that the party at the 
time of makiug the payment flies a written 
protest does not make the payment involun- 
tary.”’ 

ACTION FOR DEBT—SETTING OF LIABILITY 
ON ATTACHMENT BOND, 

S was sued on a book account, and he claimed 
the right to set off against the debt the damages 
and costs which bad accrued to bim in au m- 
tachinent suit brougut against him by the same 
piaintiff for the sume cause of action. The 
court below decided aguinst this claim, and the 
defendant carried the case (Piunkett vs. Sauer) 
to the Supreme Court of Pennsyivania, who re- 
versed the judgment. Judge Green, m the 
opinion, said: “In the attachment suit the 

lalntiſf was obliged to give, and did give, a 

yond conditional for the payment of all legal 
costs and damages which the defendant might 
sustain by reason of the attachment if the 
plaintiff failed to prosecute the attachment 
with effect. The rigbt of the defendant to the 
costs and damages under the bound is in contract 
and not on the breach of the bond, and though 
the amount due the defendant is not liquidated, 
that is, is not a sum. fixed by the bond itseif, 
still it can be ascertained. And it has been de- 
cided in this State that unliquidated damages 
owing on coutract frum any bargain may be set 
off under its law whenever they are capuble of 
liquidation by any known legal standard.“ 

EXECUTION-—RECEIPT SHOWN OFFICER—SUB- 

SEQUENT LEVY. 

A Deputy-Sheriff had in his hands an execu- 
tion, and when he came to levy the defendants 
showed him a receipt for the amount claimed 
and a satisfaction of the judgment signed by the 
plaintiffs in the execution. The officer refused 
to recognize the receipt or satisfaction piece, 
and proceeded with the levy. The levy was sub- 
sequently released by the officer upon the in- 
structions of the execution plaiutiffs sent to 
nim. The defendants sued the officer for tres- 
— (Tiernly vs. Frazier) and were defeated. 

hey then 7 tee to the Supreme Court of 
Texas, who affirmed the judgment. The Chief 
Justice, Gould, in the opinion, said: “ The 
weight of authority and reason is clearly in 
favor of the * . that the officer may 
safely obey all process fair on its face, and is 
not bound to judge it by facts within his know!l- 
edge which may be supposed to invalidate it. 
Whether the same protection shou!d be extend- 
ed to the officer when the facta rendering the 
writ void became absolutely knowp to him by 
means of his own personal observation of their 
occurrence, it is not, in this case, important to 
inquire.” 

CUSTOMS~--SUIT FOR DUTIES-—SUIT TO RE- 
COVER DUTIES PAID. 

Importers paid duties and received their 
goods, and then a new liquidation was made by 
which they were required to pay increased 
duties, and they protested and appealed. The 
Government then sued for the duties unpaid, and 
the importers set up the defense that the ad- 
ditiqnal duties were illegal. They also sued to 
recover excessive duties paid by them, and the 
Government argued that, as they bad paid these 
excessive duties, no recovery could be had, the 
puyment being voluntary. in these cuses, 
(United States vs. Schiesinger) in the United 
States Circuit Court, District of Masea- 
chusetts, Judge Lowell decided in favor 
of the importers. In the opinion, he said: 
“(l) Payment of duties when made to obtain 
clearances and papers, which gre refused to the 
importers, so that the goods may be taken out, 
is nota voluntary payment; and, if the duties 
are excessive or illegal, and due protest and a 
peal bave been m au action can be brought 
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Twe Foreigners Attempt to Push a 
Case Through by Perjury and Get 
Beauttiully Left. 

The Unger divorce case, which has been on 
bearing tne last two days before Judge Jameson, 
came to an unexpected ending yesterday through 
the shrewdness of the Judge and the assistance 
of his chief Bailiff, Patrick Cabili, and a Hebrew 
teacher. The suit was brought by Adolph Un- 
ger for a divorce from his wife, Fanny Unger, 
on the ground of adultery. Both parties are 
Russian Jews of a low grade of intelli- 
gence, and, as the case will show, of 
A stil lower grade of morality. The principat 
witness for the complainant was Isaac Bereu- 
son, who testified om. as he * — rouuds 
collect rags, 0 won nto com- 
— house and discovered Mrs. Unger in 
suspicious relations with a man named Grum- 
berg. ‘This evidence was given Friday last, and 
the vext day a Jewish Professor of Hebrew 
named Nathan Noab made a private visit to the 
Judge and told bim Berenson informed bim 
he had been paid $15 to give evidence 
against Mrs. Unger in her divorce suit, and 
be was rom to test{fv against her. The Judge 
thereupon sent Bailiff Cahili out to summon all 
the parties who knew anything of this matter or 
ot Mrs. Unger’s reputauon. Quite a number of 
persons were summoned and taken yesterday 
moruing into the Judge's private room, so they 
would pot be seen by Unger or Berenson. A 
number of witnesses were then examined for 
the defense, showing Mrs. Unger's good charac- 
ter and reputadon, and she also de- 
nied the charge against her. The sur- 
prise party was then ushered in, and 
the amazement of the Unger party was some- 
thine interesting to see. Noah testified that 
Berenson iast Friday evening at the Synagog 
Abavi Emunah, on Clark, near Harrison street, 
bad told him that Unger bad employed him to 
testify that Mra. Unger had been guilty of 
adultery, and that be was to have $15 for it. Ber- 
enson shortly after, in the presence of several 
other persons, had repeated the same statement. 
lsaac Gershonowing, the sexton of the synagog, 
corroborated Noah's evidence. Several wit- 
nesses testified to the good character of Mrs. 
Unger. and the Judge a dismissed 
the bill, and ordered (that Inger and 
Berenson should be held over to the Criminal 
Court for subornation of perjury. The bail was 
fixed at 31,500, but oeither of the parties was 
able to furnisa it, and they went over to jail in 
mouroful company. 


The Union Iron & Steel Company. 

An order was made last week by Judge 
Blodgett in the case of mne Union 
Iron & Steel Company requiring Marshal 
A. M. Jones and Sheriff’ Hanchett to show 
cause by yesterday mornihg why they should 
not surrender to Receiver A. L. Grimu the prop- 
erty seized under judgments and attachments 
out of the State and Federal Courts. The Re- 
ceiver said he bad been unable to get even the 
property selzed by the Marsbal because it had 
It was best 
for the creditors that the assets should be dis- 
posed of by the Receiver. 

The Judge said be did not think be had any 
control over the Sheriff, but he had over the 
Marshal. and be would enter an order requiring 
the latter to surrender forthwith the property 
held by bim under said execution writs to said 
Receiver, the liens of said judgment creditors to 
remain as they now are 
property under said executions, 
the Receiver is hereby authorized 
to give said Sheriff such forthcoming bonds as 
the law require.“ The Sheriff has attachments 
to the amount of about $35,000, under which he 
took possession of the iron ore at the works un- 
der indemnity vonas. It is expected all the 
creditors will consent to turning the property 
over to the Receiver, and that he will be able to 
Start up the works iu a very short time. 

Cold Comfort for Nohe, the Bucket- 
Shop Man. 

A motion was made yesterday morning before 
Judge Moran in the ucket-sbop case of A. W. 
None against the Board of Trade and the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company to assess the dam- 
ages on the dissolution of the injunction. The 
bill was filed to prevent the detendants from 
cutting off bis market quotations, and a tempo- 
rary injunction was granted on an ex parte 
applicauon. After a subsequent argument 
Judge Moran gavean exhaustive opinion dis- 
solving the injunction on the ground that Nohe 
engaged in gambling in grain. The usual ap- 
plication for assessment of damages caused by 
the injunction was then made. Mr. Thompson 
and Judge Lawrence each putina bill of $1,000 
for counsel fees which are the only damages 
commoniy allowed in such matters. Yesterday 
some evidence was taken to show the amouut 
of services rendered and their value. Gen. 
Thompson was examined, and Mr. D. L. Shorey 
was called as an expert. Hetixedthe value of 
Thompson's services at $500. More evidence 
will be taken this morning on the same point. 
The opinions of the attorneys seemed to be that 
it was not very important, particularily as to 
how much damages were awarded, as the pros- 
pects of collecting them from the complainant 
were not llattering. 


A Country Merchant on Trial. 

In Judge Tuley’s court yesterday morning the 
trial of thd case of Phelps, Dodge & Paimer 
against Jobn Keedle, of Monmouth, IiL, for 
stealing boots and shoes, was rosumed. Col. 
Muun and W. W. O' Brien are counsel for the de- 
fense, while Mr. Brand is retained by the firm 
to second Assistant State’s-Attorney Thomson. 

Gus Wells was the first witness examined. He 
said be was a traveling salesman for Phelps, 
Dodge & Co., and had sold goods to Keedle. The 
witvess suid Keedle bad received no goods from 
him that he bad not paid for. 

Henry Spaulding testified that he was stock- 
keeper for Phelps, Dodge & Co, and 
had shipped goods to Keedle other than 
specified in Keedle’s order. lie was 
in the. habit of packing these stolen goods in the 
eases containing the goods ordered by Keedie, 
and the profits were divided between them.

A Dispute with Uncle Sam and Customs 
Duties, 

Suits were begun yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court by the Elgin National 
Watch Company against Collector Jesse Spald- 
ing to recover in the one case $500 and in 
the other $1,000. The first suit is for an ex- 
cess ot duty paid on enamel! used in making 
watch diais. A 40 per cent duty has been col- 
lected on the theory that enamel is manu- 
factured glass, while the company claims the 
duty sbould be assessed og “watch ma- 
terial”’ at n tariff of 25 per cent. The $1,000 
suit is to recover au excess of duty on sheet steel 
in coils which is made up into watcn springs, on 
which a duty of 45 per cent bas been paid. The 
company Claims that instead of being classed as 
“manutacture of steel,” the product should 
come under the head of sheet steel,“ on which 
the duty is 3% cents a pound and 10 per cent ad 
valorem. 


John V. Farwell Exonerated. 

Judge Moran yesterday decided the demurrer 
to the bill in the chancery.su’* of Samuel D. 
Ward, Receiver of the defunct Republic Lite- 
Insurance Company, against John V. Farwell, 
J. Alder Ellis, Samuel M. Nickerson, George C. 
Clarke, John M. Butler, and Emerson W. Peet. 
The suit was brought to compel the respondents 
to pay to the Receiver $23,208, which they as 
members of the Finance Committee voted 
and paid to John V. Farwell in June, 
1876, on account of salary as President of the 
company for the previous six years. The 
company suspended business in 1877, and was 
insolvent at the time this money was voted and 
paid. The Receiver claims that Farwell never 
thought of charging or collecting any salary for 
his services until tat time, and that the money 
was voted bim on account of some secret and 
fraudulent understanding with the other 
respondents. Judge Moran dec that the 
bill presented no case whatever against Farwell, 
and would have to be amended before it could 
be maintained as to the other defendants.

The Lowitz-Pope Case Nearing an End. 

The trial of the suit of Ellas Lowitz against 
Samuel I. Pope & Co. on the $1,500 note in pos- 
session of the plaintiff was resumed before 
Judge Barnum yesterday morning.

LAKE MICHIGAN CLOSED. 


The Perils of Navigation Greater than 
Ever Beforc—Vessels in the Ice. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 10.—For the first 
time within the memory of the oldest inhab- 
itant navigation on Lake Michigan is com- 
pletely closed. In many places the surface 
of the lake is covered with ice several feet 
thick as far out as twenty-five miles from 
shore. The perils of winter navigation have 
never been so great as during the present 
season, and in addition to the loss of life 
and lake property chronicled from time to 
time many thrilling experiences have come 
to light. The Goodrich Transportation Com- 
pany’s boats have been making trips across 
to the east shore ports, Grand Haven 
and other Michigan towns, until today, 
when the last boat was laid up until a break- 
up in the ice occurs. The propeller Mich- 
igan, Capt. Prindiville, and the tug Aretic 
are fast in the ice several milés off Grand 
Haven. The Michigan lett Grand Haven 
on Monday morning for this port. but stuck 
in the icé about eight miles from the harbor. 
The tug Arctic was sent to assist her as soon 
as her position was discovered, but when the 
Arctic was within a quarter of a mile of the 
Michigan, she also became fast in the ice; 
and, despite all exertions, was unable to 
reach the propeller. Tuesday afternoon two 
of the crew of the Michigan left her and 
walked to the shore, which they succeded in 
reaching after a most precarious passage 
over the treacherous ice. They had only 
been a few minutes on shore when the ice 
commenced to move eastward. Their escape 
was a very narrow one.
